A LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR 
WAYLAYS MOTHER’S GUESTS. 


Three Men Assaulted in Missoula, Mont., 
and One of Them May Die. 


MISSOULA, Mon., Dec. 16.—James Block- 
ley, T. B. Plunkett, and Theodore Booth, 
strangers in Missoula, while returning to 
their hotel from a party given by Mrs. 
Frank Higgins, mother of the Lieutenant 
Governor of the State, were waylaid by 
three men. Booth, who represented the 
Globe Tobacco Company of Detroit, Mich., 
received a fractured skull, and may die. 
His companions were not injured. 

The sensational feature of the assault 
lies in the fact that Lieut. Gov. Higgins 
was one of the assaulting party, and was 
assisted by his brother, who is a Deputy 
State Game Warden. The third assailant 
is said to have been W. W. McCormick, 
a Deputy Sheriff. Higgins admitted his 
participation in the assault, but refused to 
discuss it other than to say it was de- 
served. Presumably it grew out of some 
occurrences -at the Higgins party. 


DOUBLE-TRACK LINE FOR 
CHICAGO GREAT WESTERN. 


The Improvements Between St. Paul 
and Chicago to be Pushed Rapidly 
—Millions to be Spent.

ST. PAUL, Minn., Dec. 16.—According to 
an announcement made to-day by President 
A. B. Stickney of the Chicago Great West- 
ern Railroad, that road will at once, begin 
to make its line a double-track one be- 
tween St. Paul and Chicago. The first 
hundred miles of double track will be laid 
on a portion of the system where the press- 
ure of traffic is the greatest. For the 
present Mr. Stickney does not desire to say 
just where this stretch is located, but it is 
announced that the 100 miles will be com- 
pleted next season, and after that the work 
will be pushed until the tracks are finished 
all the way to Chicago. J 

The Great Western will be the only Chi- 
cago line having a double track, unless the 
St. Paul shall have its double track laid by 
that time. 

Mr. Stickney says that work on the Sioux 
City and the Omaha ‘extensions will be 
pushed vigorously as soon as the frost is 
out of the ground. Contracts have already 
been let for ninety miles of the road on 
the Omaha extension. The company is 
planning to spend millions of dollars. with- 
in the next few years. 


_ PERILOUS RIDE ON TRAIN. 


Man Hung to Platform an Hour, Tem- 
perature Below Zero.

DR. WEBB’S VERMONT ESTATE.

BURLINGTON, Vt., Dec. 16.—Dr. W. 
Seward Webb has just purchased several 
farms, and when negotiations for one more 
are completed he will own the entire prop- 
erty on Shelburne Point, with the excep- 
tion of about six acres now held by the 


Champlain Transportation Company. As 
he owns ,a large amount of stock in that 
company. however, the shipyards will not 
be obnoxious to him. 

His purchase includes about 400 acres, 
his entire estate being now about 4,000 
acres in extent. The price he paid for the 
400 acres is said to be a little less than 
$100,000, The purchases include the Loomis 
and Woodward property, of 47 acres; the 
George White property, of 100 acres; the 
George Kushlow property, of 40 acres, and 
the Robert White property, of 52 acres. 
Some time ago the John Collameer proper- 
ty of 75 acres was bought. 

Negotiations are now in progress for the 
purchase of the George Blair farm of fifty 
acres. Dr. Webb now has many miles of 
shore both along the lake and in Shelburne 
Harbor, and his estate is rated as one of 
the most. beautiful in the United States. 


SMALL BOY STOPS A BIG TEAM.

BOSTON, Mass., Dec. 16.—George Sulll- 
van, messenger boy No, 352 of the Western 
Union Company, played the hero this aft- 
ernoon by bringing to a stop on State 
Street a pair of runaway horses, which 
were attached to a large wagon.

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MAY SUE SIGNOR MARCONI] to 


Anglo-American Telegraph Com- 
pany Serves Papers on Him. 


It Says He Is Violating Its Monopoly of 
the Telegraph Business of 
Newfoundland. 


ST. JOHN'S N. F., Dec. 16.—On returning 
here from Cape Spear to-day Signor Mar- 
coni was served with legal documents from 
the solicitors of the Anglo-American Tele- 
graph Company. These notify him that 
the company possesses a monopoly of the 
telegraph business within Newfoundland 
and its dependencies, and demand that he 
cease his experiments and remove his appa- 
ratus forthwith, else the company will ap- 
ply to the Supreme Court for an injunction 
restraining him from further trials. 

Signor Marconi has not yet decided as to 
what course he will take in this matter. 
He regards the action of the Anglo-Ameri- 
can Telegraph Company as the best proof 
of the importance of his new successful 
experiments. 

At Cape Spear the inventor experienced 
poor luck. The weather was rendered ex- 
tremely unpleasant by fog, wind, and a 
rainstorm, and Signor Marconi was unable 
to decide upon a site for his proposed sta- 
tion. He could not see the, surrounding 
country, and a general view of the physical 
features of the country in the vicinity is 
necessary before fixing upon a site. Sig- 
nor Marconi wishes to avoid the presence 
of a high hill behind the station. Hills 
in the background are detrimental to the 


system if they are in the line of trans- 
mission, as they weaken the signals by 
causing a rebound. 

The bad weather also prevented Signor 
Marconi from sending his kites up to-day. 
For future experiments he will use a 
mast 200 feet high, instead of kites, as the 
mast will give him more certain results. 

Signor Marconi will inaugurate the New 
Year by sending a special message, if_the 
steamer on which he sails reaches Eng- 
lanl in time. He will go direct to Corn- 
wall and take charge of things there. He 
will give a special exhibition here at 11 
A. M. to-morrow to the Governor, the 
Premier, and a gathering of representa- 
tive citizens. 

When Signor Marconi was at Cape Spear, 
the newspaper report that Mr. Edison dis- 
credited the announcement of signals hav- 
ing been received here last week from 
Cornwall was telephoned to him. He re- 
plied that the signals were received by 
himself, and that they were absolutely 
genuine. Further, he said, Gov. Boyle, at 
his (Signor Marcont's) request, cabled the 
fact to King Edward. 

Signor Marconi is amply satisfied with 
the recognition which the world displays 
of the importance of the new discovery. 
He will have a fully equipped station here 
for sending and receiving messages be- 
tween America and England by next mid- 
summer. He is to erect another station on 
the Massachusetts coast at the same time. 


LONDON, Dec. 17.—A dispatch has been 
received here from St. John’s, announcing 
that Signor Marconi will sail for England 
on Thursday. 

At Marconi's headquarters here it was 
said yesterday by the officials in charge 
that the experiments at St. John's, so far 
as they know, were all over. They said 
they did not expect to hear any further de- 
tails until Signor Marconi arrived in Lon- 
don. It was pointed out that storms on 
both sides of the Atlantic, had seriously 
interfered with the work, which, the offi- 
cials claimed, would have been much more 
satisfactory under normal weather condi- 
tions, the Cornwall station having been 
seriously damaged by high winds. 

‘The officials at Poldhu refuse to confirm 
or deny the reports from St. John’s. They 
profess complete ignorance of the success 
or failure of the experiments. 


BELIEVES IN MARCONI. 


Prof. Dolbeare Says He Accepts the 
Inventor’s Statement. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, Dec. 16.—Prof. A, E. Dolbeare 
was deeply interested in the story from St. 
John’s about Marconi’s success, Prof. Dol- 
beare was the first scientist to prove that 
it was possible to telegraph from one point 
to another without the use of a wire. He 
proved it on the campus at Tufts, and later 
sent a message from Blue Hill to Winthrop, 


a distance of thirteen miles. He used 
transmitter such as Marconi used, 
his receiver was a telephonic apparatus. 

"Tt will be just as well,’ said Prof. Dol- 
beare, who is very conservative in i 
make up, ‘to wait until we get definite 
information from Prof. Marconi himself. 
I do not wish to give you the notion that 
IT ‘beifeve that wireless tologranay 
possible. On the contrary fully believe 
it is possible. 

‘““T am satisfied that is merely a question 
of power, and if Marconi has _ been able to 
exert this power on the Newfoundland 
eoast, or if his station in Europe has been 
able to develop the necessary force, I think 
it quite dikely that he has succeeded in 
transmitting his communication across the 
sea. I do not wish to say that I discredit 
the fact. But I think that until Prof. Mar- 
coni makes a statement to the world, I 
should say that it was just as well to sus- 
pend judgment.” 

‘You would accept Marconi’s own state- 
ment then as convincing?” asked the re- 
porter. 

‘Yes,’ replied Prof. Dolbeare. “If he 
says that he has communicated across seas 
I know of no reason why I should not fully 
believe that he had solved the problem.’”’ 


DR. ABBOTT ANSWERS CRITIC. 


Boston Clergyman Accuses Plymouth 
Pastor of Advocating Saloons. 


Special to The New York Times. 


BOSTON, Dec. 16.—Dr. Lyman Abbott, at 
Pilgrim Hall, this morning in his address 
to Congregational ministers took occasion 
to reply to the Rev. C. E. Davis, pastor 
of the Tremont Street Methodist Episcopal 
Church, who had criticised him in his ser- 
mon Sunday. 

“This Methedist minister,"’ said Dr. Ab- 
bott, ‘‘ represented some of us as favoring 
an open saloon in New York. His repre- 
sentations are not true, and the devil is 
jubilant over such statements and criti- 
cisms. Some of us in New York are just 
as anxious for a quiet Sunday and closed 
saloons in New York as any man can be, 


yet there iw a difference of opinion as to 
how that result can be obtained.” 

Dr. Abbott having opened up this sub- 
ject, there were many clergymen present 
who wanted to hear more about it. The 
Rev. R. W. Wallace asked Dr. Abbott if 
there was any truth in the reports that 
Seth Low had been elected Mayor by reason 
of a dicker with the saloons which gave 
him the support of the liquor interests. 
Dr. Abbott denied that any bargain or 
dicker was made by Seth Low or by any 
one in his behalf to secure the support of 
the saloons. His. denial was unqualified 
and carried conviction to his audience. 

“J want,” he continued, “to see the 
local option principle extended to the City 
of New York. I want the Legislature to ex- 
tend iocal option to wards or election dis- 
tricts. They want the Legislature to aliow 
each ward to determine whether there 
shall be a saloon in that ward and whether 
there shall be liquor sold on Sunday, anid, 
if so, within what hours. That would 
bring about a temperance agitation in every 
election district.

NDON PAPERS PLEASED. 


The Ratification of the Canal Treaty Re- 
garded as a Personal Triumph for 
President Roosevelt. 


LONDON TIMEs—NEw YorK TIMES 


Special Cablegram. 

LONDON, Dec. 17.—In an editorial 
article to-day The Times says the ratifi- 
cation of the Isthmian Canal treaty by 
such a decisive majority of the United 
States Senate is a very striking success 
for President Roosevelt’s Administra- 
tion and for his political friends, who 
have helped to conciliate and neutralize 
the hostile elements in the Senate. 

In England, says The Times, satisfac- 
tion will be very general at the close of a 
controversy which tended for a long 
time to prevent the growth of good feel- 
ing between the Unite States and the 
British Empire. It cannot be denied, 
the article goes on to say, that, in the 
belief of most Englishmen who have 
studied the subject, the interests of all 
concerned could have been just as well 
secured without the abandonment of the 
principles laid down in the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty. But practical men rec- 
ognized that the immense increase of 
the power of the United States on the 
American continent during the past half 
century and the rapidly developing pos- 
sibilities of American trade materially 
changed the aspects of the question. 
The Timés adds: 

“We may fairly claim for this country 
a very considerable share of the credit 
for the settlement achieved. We have 
met the views of the United States Gov- 
ernment in every way short of surren- 


dering equality of trading rights and the!

MR. VANDERBILT WILL NOT RUN. 


Will Accept Mr. Low’s Appointment to 
Civil Service Board. 

Robert C. Morris, Chairman of the Re- 
publican County Committee, and Borough 
President George Cromwell of Richmond, 
who were appointed Sunday to wait on 
Cornelius Vanderbilt to urge him to run for 
Congress in the Seventh Congressional 
District, did not call on Mr. Vanderbilt for 
this purpose yesterday. 

Last night it was reported in Republican 
organization circles that Mr. Vanderbilt is 
out of the race, and that the effort to pit 
him against Perry Belmont will come to 
naught. 

The opinion was generally expressed that 
Mr. Vanderbilt’s appointment as a member 
of the Civil Service Board would render 
him ineligible for Congress. When asked 
regarding his intentions yesterday Mr. Van- 
derbilt said: 

‘*I do not feel that I am fitted to become 
a member of Congress. I shall accept the 
appointment tendered me by Mr. Low. I 
am much interested in the subject of civil 
service reform and believe‘that there is an 
opportunity for a great deal of good work 
during Mr. Low’s administration by the 
Civil Service Board.” 


DEPORTING ALABAMA NEGROES. 


Three Carloads of Them to Work in 
Nova Scotian Furnaces, 


Special to The New York Times. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Dec. 16.—J. H. 
Means, General Manager of the Dominion 
Coal and lron Company, left here this 
morning on his return to Nova Scotia with 
three car loads of Alabama negroes, who 
will go to work in the furnaces there. Mr. 
Means encountered some opposition to the 
deportation of the negroes, but finally got 
them off, taking the wives and daughters 
of the men along with them. He has al- 
ready a number of negro hands at Sydney, 
where the furnaces are, and it appears 
that their work has been satisfactory. 

It is not known whether the emigration 
will be continued or not. Mr. Means was 
formerly Superintendent of Furnaces for 
the Sloss-Sheffield Steel and Iron Company. 


CHICAGO TO PAY DEBTS.

CHICAGO, Dec. 16.—Interest on the 
$2,975,000 of judgments outstanding against 
the city will be paid after Jan. 1. The 
money is now available, but the Controller’s 
office is insufficiently supplied with cler- 
ical help to make the payment at once. The 
amount tc be paid is $72,500, the interest 
for six months at 5 = cent. annually. 

Controller McGann has deposited $400,000 
in the American Exchange Bank to meet 
demands for interest on the city’s bonded 
debt for the second half of 1901. This pay- 
ment will amount to $318,000. 

No unpaid bills will be carried over into 
1902 by the city, and the $1,250,000 in such 
bills carried over from 1900 into 1901 has 
been paid.

‘SENATE RATIFIES. THE 
- GTI 


IAN GANAL TREATY 


Amendments Are Lost and Final 
Vote Is 72 to 6. 


Negative Voters Are Senators Bacon, 
Blackburn, 
Tillman and Teller—Many 


Culberson Mallory, 


Speeches on Both Sides. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—By a vote of 
72 to 6 the Senate ratified to-day the Hay- 
Pauncefote Isthmian Canal Treaty. The 
vote was reached a few minutes before 5 
o’clock, after almost five hours of discus- 
sion behind closed doors. There were no 
sensational incidents during this entire 
time. The debate was confined exclusively 
to a discussion of the merits of the agree-~- 
ment and the policy of its provisions. 

The principal speech of the day was made 
by Senator Teller (Dem., Col.,) in opposition 
to the treaty, and he was followed in rapid 
succession by twelve or fifteen others, who 
spoke briefly either for or against the mo- 
tion to ratify. 

Mr. Teller expressed confidence that ths 
resolution would be adopted, and said thes 
while he would not attempt to prevent the 
result, he was convinced that very few 
Senators were really satisfied with the 
treaty. With Great Britain in her present 
mood he believed that it would have been 
possible to secure an agreement which 
would have given entire satisfaction. He 
criticised the State Department for failing 
to secure such a treaty, saying that it 
would have been sufficient to abrogate the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty, and that England 
knew she could trust the United States to 
maintain the neutrality of the canal, as 
this country had been prepared to do so for 
many years. 

Among the other speakers were Senators 
Clay, (Dem., Ga.,) Fairbanks, (Rep., Ind.,) 
McCumber, (Rep., N. D.,) McLaurin, 
(Dem., Miss.,) Culberson, (Dem., Texas,) 
Mallory, (Dem., Fla.,) Mason, (Rep., Ill.) 
Tillman, (Dem., S. C.,) Bacon, (Dem., Ga.,) 
and Bate, (Dem., Tenn.) Senator Clay was 
one of the Southerners who spoke in ad- 
vocacy of the treaty. He contended that it 
should be ratified becawse it secured the 


abrogation of the Clayton-Bulwer agree- 
ment. Senator Mason made a stron len 
for the treaty. Senator Bacon’s speech was 
made in connection with a‘ motion to 
amend, in presenting which he said that 
he was in favor of a canal and would 
vote for the treaty with the Davis amend- 
ment, but that he opposed the treaty be- 
cause he did not believe it would give the 
United States full « of the canal. 

Great Britain, id, rejected the 
amended Hay-Paugeefote treaty, but sent 
another ohe nearly) identical, except as re- 
garded the Davis 4dmendment. He consid- 
ered that fact the most important feature 
of the whole controversy. 


CULBERSON AMENDMENT LOST. 


There was an exceptionally full Senate 
when the time arrived for a vote, but the 
certainty of ratification had become so 
apparent that there was comparatively 
little interest in the proceeding. The votes 


on the amendments succeeded each other 
quickly. Senator Culberson offered an 
amendment to inserfthe Davis fortification 
amendment of the last session. This was 
defeated, 15 to 62, as follows:

TEXT OF THE TREATY. 

The text of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty 
is as follows: 

The United States of America and his Majesty 
Edward VII. of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland and of the British Domin- 
ions beyond the seas, King, and Emperor of 
India, being desirous to facilitate the construc- 
tion of a ship canal to connect the Atlantic and 
Pacific Oceans by whatever route may be con- 
sidered expedient, and to that end to remove any 
objection which may arise out of the conven- 
tion of the 19th day of April, 1850, commonly 
called the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, to the con- 
struction of stch canal under the auspices of 
the Government of the United States without 
impairing the ‘ general principle’’ of neutrali- 
zation established in Article VIII. of that con- 
vention, have for that purpose appointed as their 
plenipotentiaries: 

The President of the United States, John Hay, 
Secretary of State of the United States of 
America, and his Majesty Edward VII, of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, 
and of the British Dominions beyond the seas, 
King, and Emperor of India, the Right Hon. 
Lord Pauncefote, G, C. B., G. C. M. G., his 
Majesty’s Ambassador Extraordinary and Pleni- 
potentiary to the United States. 

Who, having communicated to each other their 
full powers, which were found to be in due and 
proper form, have agreed upon the following 


articles: 
ARTICLE I. 


The high contracting parties agree that the 
present treaty shall supersede the aforementioned 
convention of the 19th day of April, 1850. 


ARTICLE IL, 

It is agreed that the canal may be constructed 
under the auspices of the Government of the 
United States, either directly at its own cost, or 
by gift or loan of money to individuals or cor- 
porations; or through subscription to or pur- 
chase of stock or shares, and that, subject to 
the provisions of the present treaty, the said 
Government shall have and enjoy all the rights 
incident to such construction, as well as the ex- 
clusive right of providing for the regulation and 
management of the canal. 

ARTICLE IIL. 


The United States adopts as the basis of the 
neutralization of such ship canal, the following 
rules substantially as embodied in the conv2n- 
tion of Canstantinople, signed the 28th of Octo- 
ber, 1888, for the free navigation of the Suez 
Canal, that is to say: 

1. The canal shall be free and open to the ves- 
sels of commerce and of war of all nations ob- 
serving these rules, on terms of entire equality, 
so that there shall be no discrimination against 
any such nation, or its citizens or subjects, in 
respect of the conditions or charges of traffic, or 
otherwise. Such conditions and charges of traf- 
fic shall b2 just and equitable. 

2. The canal shall never be blockaded, nor shall 
any right of war be exercised, nor any act of 
hostility be committed within it. The United 
States, however, shail be at liberty to maintain 
euch military police along the canal as may be 
necessary to protect it against lawlessness and 
disorder. 

3. Vessels of war of a belligerent shall not re- 
victual nor take on any stores in th? canal ex- 
cept so far as may be strictly necessary; and 
the transit of such vessels through the canal 
shall be effected with the least pessible delay in 
eccordancs with the regulations in force, and 
with only such intermission as may result from 
the necessities of the service. Prizes shali be 
in all respects subject to tha same rules as ves- 
sels of war of the belligerents. 

4. No belligerent shall embark or disembark 
troops, munitions of war or warlike materials in 
the canal exc2pt in case of accidental hindrance 
of the transit, and im such case the transit shal! 
be resumed with all possible dispatch. 

5. The provisions of this article shall apply to 
waters adjacent to the canal, within three ma- 
rine miles of either end, . Vessels of war of a 
belligerent shall not; r@pmtin in such waters 
longer than twenty-four hours at any one time 
except in case of distress, and in such case 
shall depart as soon as possible; but a vessel 
of war of one belligerent shell not depart with- 
in twenty-four hours from the departure of a 
vessel of war of the other belligerent. 

6. The plant, establishniehts, buildings, and all 
works necessary to the construction, mainten- 
ance and operation of the canal shall be deemed 
to be parts thereof for the purposes of this 
treaty, and in time of war, as in time of peace, 
shall enjoy complete immunity from attack or 
injury by belligerents and from acts calculated 
to impair their usefulness as part of the canal. 


ARTICLE IV. 


It is agreed that no charge or territorial sov- 
ereignty or of international relations of the 
country or countries traversed by the before- 
mentioned canal shall effect the general prin- 
ciple of neutralization or the obligation of the 
high contracting parties under the present treaty, 

ARTICLE V. 


The present treaty shall be ratified by the 
President of the United States, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate thereof, and 
by his Britannic ,Majesty, and the ratifications 
shall be exchanged at Washington or at London 
at the earliest possible time within six months 
from the date hereof.

AGAINST EXECUTIVE 
SESSIONS OF SENATE. 


Senators Clapp and Mason Speak 
Against the “ Secret” Meetings of 
Which the Public Learns 
Everything. 

Special to The New York Times, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—It appears the 
resolution offered last week by Senator 
Clapp (Rep.) of Minnesota in favor of dis- 
cussing the Hay-Pauncefote treaty in open 
session was not proposed as a joke. Mr. 
Clapp told the Senate to-day that he was 
in earnest in his demand that the public 
be allowed to listen to the treaty debate. 

The resoiution, he said, not only set forth 
his sentiments with reference to the de- 
bate on the treaty, but he did not think 


there was occasion in ordinary matters for 
Becret sessions of the Senate. The coun- 
try regarded the secret session as a farce, 
and he shared in this opinion. 

“T am aware,’ he continued, ‘that my 
resolution will be defeated by an over- 
whelming vote, but the time is not far 
distant when this institution, which is part 
of the tradition of the Senate, will be cast 
away along with the other traditional rub- 
bish of the country."’ 

“In spite of every effort put forth by the 
Senate to keep the work of the secret ses- 
sions from becoming public, there had been 
no secrecy. and there will be none.” 

Senator Mason (Rep.) of Illinois support- 
ed Mr. Ciapp’s resolution. He said that the 
press had kept the people informed with 
perfect accuracy as to what had taken 
piace in the secret sessions with reference 
to the treaty. In his judgment, however, 
it was justly to be regretted that the news- 


papers had not been able to furnish their 


readers full 
had been 
other. 

“Some of the ablest addresses on inter- 
national law that I ever listened to,”’ said 
Mr. Mason, ‘“‘have been made in these 
secret sessions. They ought to have been 
published and given to the people. We are 
now about to take action of the greatest 
importance to the American people. My 
judgment is that the doors of the Senate 
should be thrown open in these last hours, 
so that the world may be allowed to wit- 
ness the final proceedings of this great 
event.”’ 

Mr. Masor was interrupted by Mr. Money 
(Dem.) of Mississippi, who raised the point 
of order that the discussion of the resolu- 
tion should take place in the executive ses- 
sion. Mr. Mason assured the Senator from 

* Mississippi that he had practically finished 
his remurks. His judgment was that the 
Senate ought to abandon its secret session, 
which, he smilingly remarked, was nothing 
more than an “ancient barnacle.”’ 

The resolution went to the Committee on 
Rules—to meet other resolutions of similar 
import offered in previous Congresses ans 
to be consigned to the particular pigeon- 
hole into which goes everything that runs 
against the traditional policy of the Senate. 
» spite of the fact that the history of the 
secret session since the treaty came before 
the Senate has demonstrated the futility of 
all efforts to maintain secrecy, there ap- 
pears to be no likelihood that the resolu- 
tion ever again will come before the Sen- 
ate. But although the secret session will 
remain an institution, it is well understood 
that Senators will continue to give out 
typewritten versions of their speeches, that 
they will furnish exact copies of treaties 
and other documents, and that now and 
then a Senator will complain bitterly to the

BIG STORM VISITS MAINE 


Logs Swept Away, Houses Flooded 
and Bridges Crushed. 


Trains Blocked on the Maine Central 
and Bangor and Aroostook Railway 
Lines—Heavy Money Loss. 


PORTLAND, Me., Dec. 
to-night is suffering from one of the most 
severe storms in its history, hourly reports 
telling of disaster that adds thousands of 
dollars to the aggregate damage. The 
three principal rivers and innumerable 
smaller streams have overflowed ‘their 
banks, submerging vast areas, washing 
away bridges, buildings, and great quanti- 
ties of logs and lumber and flooding fac- 
tories, mills, and dwellings. The Maine 
Central Railroad has moved no trains since 
early yesterday and the eastern section is 
entirely cut off from the western part. 
Through trains between Portland and Ban- 
gor are not expected before Thursday. 

The Bangor and Aroostook Railroad and 
the Canadian Pacific Railroad’s lines are 
in nearly as bad condition. With few ex- 
ceptions the great mills on the Androscog- 
gin, Kennebec, and Penobscot Rivers were 
unable to start their machinery this morn- 
ing because of high water, and thousands 
of men are temporarily without work. 

Up to to-night only one death had been 
reported—a fireman named Patten, whose 
engine on the Canadian Pacific Railroad 
plunged into a washout. A similar acci- 
dent on the Maine Central resulted in the 
injury of three persons, one of whom may 
die. 

Madison, on the upper Kennebec River, 


suffered the greatest damage of any place, 
with a money loss of fully $500,000. One 
section of the town, in which are the bi 
mills, was at the mercy of the roaring 
river for hours, logs and ice crushing and 
overturning buildings. The flume at the 
pumping station was carried away, and the 
town’s water supply was cut off. 

The water at its greatest height was 
three feet higher than the record for the 
great *‘ Pumpkin freshet”’ of 1869. When 
the river was highest to-day a pile of logs, 
containing a million feet, went down the 
river, carrying away a bridge. The Great 
Northern Paper Company’s loss 
heavy.

UP-STATE TRAFFIC 
STILL MUCH HAMPERED. 


Damage Done by Sunday’s Storm Under- 
estimated in First Reports 
Sent Out. 

ITHACA, N. Y., Dec. 16.—Latest devel- 
opments in the flood situation in Ithaca 
show that the loss by damage to property 
was underestimated considerably. It now 
appears that the municipality itself will 
suffer more than $100,000 loss, and the 
Ithaca Street Railway Company's prop- 
erty suffered damage to the amount of 
$50,000. The original estimate of $200,000 

will be almost doubled, 

The suspension of railroad and street 
railway traffic continued throughout the 
day, and few or no mails reached the city 
up to midnight. Early in the evening the 
gas supply was restored, but the electric 
light plant is still inactive. Comparatively 
little rubbish and débris in the lower part 
of the city was removed, All of the Cor- 
nell University shops were able to resume 
operations this afternoon. 

The plants in Fall Creek Gorge were little 
damaged. The University property most 
damaged was Percy Field, across which a 
strong current continued to flow until this 


morning. This resulted in the disturbance 
of the baseball diamond and quarter-mile 
cinder track, and extensive repairs will be 
required before they are fit for use. 

The damage from the flood in the valley 
of the West Canada Creek will be 3500,000. 
Four expensive railroad bridges and seven 
large highway bridges were destroyed. The 
railroad in the valley cannot be operated 
for four or five days, 


ELMIRA, N. Y., Dec. 16.—The Erie Rail- 
road senc its passenger trains over the 
Lackawanna this morning because of the 
weakened condition of the Erie bridge over 
Bentley Creek, near Wellsburg, which is 
being rapidly repaired, and which will be 
ready for service in a few hours. 

The Northern Central sent trains over 
the Canandaigua Division this morning, but 
as yet cannot get service south further 
than Ralston. The Lehigh Valley has not 
yet resumed service on the Elmira and 
Cortland Division. The Lackawanna sent 
a train east about midnight. 

Traffic south from Auburn on the Lehigh 
Valley Railway is still at a standstill. It 
wiil be several days before the Ithaca 
Branch can be operated. By to-morrow it 
is hoped to get a train through from Au- 
burn to Groton. The damage to property 
in the villages along the line of the railway 
is very great. 

SYRACUSE, N. Y., Dec. 16.—The wash- 
outs on the Mohawk Division of the New 
York Central and on the Binghamton Divis- 
ion of the Lackawanna were repaired to- 
day, and by to-morrow trains will run on 
schedule time. The Lehigh Valley, being 
unable to use its main line from Buffalo to 
New York, sent a long-delayed through 
train over the New York Central tracks. 
The New York, Ontario and Western used 
the Central tracks from Oneida to Oswego, 

BUFFALO, N. Y., Dec. 16.—The weather 
this morning is clear and cold. Beyond 
the flooding of a number of cellars in South 
Buffalo, but little damage was done here 
by the Saturday night and Sunday storm. 
The New York Central brought in a train 
this morning but three hours late. On the 
Lackawanna two trains have arrived over 
the Erie and Lehigh Valley roads since 
Saturday night. The Western lines have 
escaped interference almost entirely.

slowly being restored.

EASTERN QUEBEC STORM-SWEPT. 


Trains Delayed and People Driven 
from Homes by Floods.

MONTREAL, Quebec, Dec. 16.—The most 
disastrous floods known for years visited 
Sastern Quebec last night and yreat dam- 
age to property has resulted, though only 
one fatality is reported. This occurred on 
the Canadian Pacific at Brownsville, Me., 
when a light engine ran into a washout, 


the fireman, a@ man named Patton, of 
Farnham, Quebec, being killed. All trains 
on the Megantic section of the Canadian 
Pacific Railroad are stalled. 

The New York Central train from New 
York, due Sunday evening, was stalled by 
a washout at Tupper Lake, near Malone, 
and reached Montreal late to-night. At St. 
Hyacinthe, Quebec, the people in th 
part of the city had to leave their houses 
in boats during Monday morning, the Ya- 
maska River having risen rapidly. The 
seven inches of ice was swept away, but 
the cold weather to-day caused a fall of 
the water. At Richmond, Quebec, the St. 
Francis River rose so rapidly that the 
town was flooded, and the water supply 
shut off, as the flood swept over the 
reservoir disconnecting the pipes. 

The cold weather caused water to freeze 
around the basements of the houses. Pro- 
visions were destroyed and furnaces extin- 
guished. Very severe loss was caused by 
the bursting of the boom at the Royal 
Pulp and Paper Company’s plagt, at East 
Angus, above Sherbrooke, sweeping away 
5,000,000 feet of logs. The new pulp mills 
now being constructed at Brompton Falls 
were badly damaged. 


BLIZZARD IN THE WEST. 


16.—Another severe storm 
struck Northern and Western Nebraska 
this evening, and in some parts of the 
State is the worst experienced since the 


blizzard of 1888. The most serious reports 
come from along the line of the Fremont, 
Elkhorn, and issouri Valley Railroad, 
which traverses the length of the State 
along the northern border. From the line 
of that road, and as far west as Casper, 
Wyoming, come reports of a heavy fall of 
snow, accompanied by a heavy wind. Sev- 
eral trains are tied up in the western part 
of the State. 

The storm is reported especially severe up 
the Missouri VaHey. In this city the weath- 
er began to moderate last night, and con- 
tinued until noon to-day, when the tem- 
perature began to fall again and to-night 
it is 10 degrees below zero.

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 16.—The cold 
wave reached a climax this morning when 
the thermometer registered 24 degrees. The 


tumble broke the backbone, and to-night it 
is much warmer. The record of 24 degrees 
bolds good for twenty years for December. 
Two deaths occurred from freezing last 
night in New Orleans and one near Bas- 
trop, La. In New Orleans Victor Oliver 
was found this morning in a stable, frozen 
stiff. He was in destitute circumstances. 
A negro woman was found dead in a gut- 
ter by the police, also frozen stiff. ‘The 
Coroner's verdict was death from exposure. 
Cc. H. Curtis, who escaped from the Bas- 
trop (La.) jail Thursday night, was ‘found 
last night about two and a half miles from 
Bastrop in a dying condition, and died be- 
fore the Sheritf, who was notified, could 
reach him. He, too, was frozen stiff. 


UNDER INVESTIGATION. 


N. O. Fanning, Deputy Commissioner of 
Corrections, began an investigation of the 
inanagement of the Tombs Prison yester- 
day in his office, at 148 East Twentieth 
Street. He said that he had written to 


Commissioner Lantry for autherity to keep 
Warden Hagan away from the prison dur- 
ing the investigation, and also for the pow- 
er, subject to the action of the Commis- 
sioner, to transfer or suspend subordinates. 

Mr. Fanning says he will be able to prove 
that several of the prison officials were in- 
terested in poolrooms before their gy oc oad 
ment, and after becoming office holders 
permitted pemonere to place bets on races. 
Bissert, it said, had this privilege. 

The firet witness called yesterday was 
Walter Dull, day doorkeeper at the Tombs. 
He was followed by Warden Fallon of the 
Blackwell's Island Penitentiary, James A. 
Butler, Chief of the Bertillion system at 
the penitentiary; Frank, Deignan, Theodore 
Lehnhoff, and Charles Noonan. At the 
close of thc session Mr. Fanning said: 

‘“*I have found witnesses who testify that 
three employes of the department were at- 
tached te poolrooms before ineir speoint: 
ment. CGne of them, who is an official of 
considerable responsibility, has to-day ad- 
mitted that he was formerly connected with 
a poolroom up town. This man’s name was 
submitted by the Civil Service Board from 
its list, and I am convinced that Commis- 
sioner Lantry, when he appointed him, did 
not know of his former connection with 
the poolreom.”’ 

Mr. Fauning’s investigation will not be 
contined to the Tombs, but will be carried 
through the various branches of the de- 
partment.

TAL AND LABOR 
“IN CONVENTION 


Great Industrial and Trades Union 
Bodies Represented. 


SEEK TO ABOLISH STRIKES 


Senator Hanna Proclaims Himself 
Friend of the Workingman. 


C. M. Schwab Denounces Trusts and 
Labor Bodies That Aim to Restrict ° 
Output—Bishops Potter and Ire- 
land Plead for Fraternity. 


In a large room at 203 Broadway yester- 
day morning there took place one of the 
most remarkable gatherings of representa- 
tives of capital and labor in the history of 
industrial progress. The meeting had been 
called by the National Civic Federation for 
the purpose of discussing the relations of 
capital and labor and, if posstble, devising 
a means for settling strikes. The rooms of 
the Board of Trade and Transportation had 
been offered for the purpose. 

When the meeting was called to order 
there were about 200 people present. These 
included the heads of several of the largest 
industrial organizations, representing many 
millions of capital, and the leaders of many 
labor organizations, representing hundreds 
of thousands of men. One estimate placed 
the capital represented at over one thou- 
sand million dollars and the workingmen 
represented by their official leaders at 
more than one million. 

Charles M. Schwab, President of the Steel, 
Trust, sat next to James M. Lynch, repre- 
senting the International Typographical 
Union, and John Phillips of the Hatters’ 
Union chatted amicably with Senator Mar- 
cus A. Hanna, Another element was pres- 
ent in the person of distinguished ecclest- 
astics, come to look on and to give their ad- 
vice in securing harmonious relations be- 
tween organized capital and organized la- 
bor, and a long and friendly chat took 
place between Archbishop Ireland and 
Bishop Potter, both of whom subsequently 
spoke, 

The eee of the meeting was not mere 
speechmaking, but practical work, and it 
was stated that before the final adjourn- 
ment to-day a standing committee will be 
appointed, representing all sides in the la- 
bor controversy, which shall devote itself 
to preventing labor troubles and possibly 
acting as a board of arbitration. 

Among those present when Oscar S8. 
Straus, ex-Minister to Turkey, called the 
meeting to order were Archbishop Ireland 
and es Potter, Senator Hanna, 
Charles M, Schwab, 8. R. Callaway of the 
American Locomotive Works, Theodore 
Marburg of Baltimore, Charles M. Moore, 
President of the Tool Trust; John J. Mc- 
Cook, BE. D. Durand, Secretary ‘of the 
United States Industrial Commission; John 
Phillips, James B. Reynolds, who ts to be 
secretary to Mayor Low, ‘and James M. 
Lynch. Other labor leaders arrived while 
the meeting was in progress, but the prin- 
cipal labor representatives who were to 
take ears in the conference were stalled on 


a train near Scranton, Penn., and it was 
decided to go ahead without them. 


MR. STRAUS’S, OPENING ADDRESS. 


The meeting was called to order shortly 
after 10:30 by Oscar Straus, who said in 
part: 


“It has been said that one-half of the 
misery of the world results from ignorance 
and the remainder results from passion. I 


am sure @& large share of the trouble be- 
tween capital and labor are traceable to 
these two disturbing factors. Conferences 
such as: these, calle a for purposes 
of deliberation and conciliation, are the best 
ae for cOming to a working understand- 
ng. 
“It is not for me to do more than indl- 
cate an opinion as to what form that un- 
cocmtnntins should ultimately take. I have 
faith. in the conference of the intelligent 
leaders from both sides. Organization is 
concentration and paves the way to arriv- 
ing at a better, more definite; more speedy, 
and more permanent understanding of re- 
ciprocal rights, leading to reciprocal con- 
cessions.”’ , 

Mr. Straus then introduced’ as the first 
speaker Bishop Potter, who said in part: 

“I want to congratulate the gathering 
within this room upon two’things, first of 
all upon its informality, which I venture 
to say-is a very important element 'in it. 

“I think I express the mind of a great 
many people when I say that nothing has 
happened in the history of the great social 

roblem with whitch we are concerned so 
mportant as the initiative which has been 
taken here to-day. The bringing together 
of the great forces of industrial activity in 
some comity of intercourse and conference 
is, in my judgnf®nt, the largest step in the 
direction of the solution of problems with 
which the: whole country is concerned that 
has as yet been taken. 

““Mere power is a ver i sy thing. 
Power regulated by ideas is of value, 
whether it is power in the organization of 
labor or in the organization of capital. And 
the growth of intelligent scrutiny of the in- 
dustrial problems to-day is in my mind the 
most interesting and most promising” note 
with reference to the future. 

“T hope this commission will seek to 
bring back the humane in the relation be- 
tween capital and labor, to establish more 
points of contact between the two. This, it 
seems to me, would be the most important 
thing this conference could do. The atti- 
tude of men fm the organized forces either 
of labor or capital is to-day in a more 
hopeful condition than we have ever known 
And if we can furnish the tertiary ele- 
ment, the third quantity in the whole prob- 
lem, I believe you will go a long ways to 
success, 

“Yhe misery of modern industrial life is 
in the isolation. The moment you get a 
great body of men who know nothing about 
each other you have got the germ of evils. 
And the greatest service an organization 
like this can render ts to re-establish the 
contact of men who are in the habit of 
thinking by themselves. A labor organiza- 
tion gets its members into a room and 
they are harangued by nobody but men 
who look at their side of the problem. The 
capitalists on the other hand do the same 
thine. 

“If I were asked to design a scene for 
this society it should be the representation 
of the fable of the Knights of Gold and 
Silver Shields, each of them charging one 
another with being a liar, because neither 
of them. can see both sides of the shield. 
Then I should make the motto, ‘ Put your- 
self in his place.”’ [Applause.] 

Mr. Straus, taking up a newspaper ex- 
tract, said he had read a remarkable state- 
ment said to be from Senator Hanna, and 
he read the following, attributed to the 
Ohio Senator: 

I would rather have the credit of making suc- 
cessful the movement to bring labor and capital 
into closer relations of confidence and reliance 
than be President of the United States. If by 
resigning my seat.in the United States Senate I 
could bring to fruition the plans that we are 
now fostering to make strikes, lock-outs, and 
great labor disputes impossible, I would gladly 
de so. I think it is the grandest thing that 
eould be accomplished in this country. I would 
want no greater monument than to have the 
world remember that I did something to end 
wars between American labor and American 


oor Btraus then introduced Mr. Hanna. 
SENATOR HANNA'S SPEECH. 


The Ohio Senator said at the outset that 
the sentiments attributed to him in the 
extract read by Mr. Straus were his. 

“They came from the heart,” said Sen- 
ator Hanna, “and they came after a long 
experience in the industrial world and al- 
most daily contact with labor since I have 


been a man of business. In my business 
connection it so happens that I have been 
engaged in that class which has necessi- 
tated the employment of a large number of 


laDorete it happened for the first time 


hat I had direct dealing with a distinct 
tober organization. That was the year that 
the Nationa} Bituminous Coal Miners’ Asso- 
ciation of the United States was formed. 
I remember the incidént when t Presi- 
dent of t organisation and its 
falled upon me in my office. It was a year 
which followed a long and disastrous strike 
in q section of the coal mining districts of 
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Ohio. They came to me with a proposition 
NS pp their organization that some- 
thing ought to be and might -be accom=- 
plished to do away with the disastrous 
strike, and by way of argument they read 
to me their constitution and by-laws. 

“I said to them: ‘Gentlemen, if you 
mean what you have said in those articles 
I am with you. If it is your purpose and 
determination to lay the foundation for a 
better understanding between capital and 
labor I will give you my hearty co-opera- 
tion.’ And, having become convinced that 
there was sincerity in their purpose, I im- 
mediately took up the operators’ side of 
the question, and in a short time we had an 
operators’ organization, a committee ap- 
pointed from each to whom was to be re- 
erred all differences and difficulties to be 
settled arbitration. 

‘During the life of that labor organiza- 
tion all troubles and differences were set- 
tled by arbitration. That incident made me 
an advocate in favor of organized labor. 
[A ppla use. ] . 

“And from that day until to-day I -have 
been a believer that at some time, that sen- 
timent might dominate, and the results 
from it would be what I have always 
dreamed of and hoped for. From that day 
until to-day I have never ceased in my in- 
dividual capacity to work to. secure those 
results. During those years I have seen 
and been in contact with-many differences 
between capital and’ labor. I ve studied 
the propusition from. every. standpoint. 
never abandoning the hope, as I saw from 
appearances on both sides.a near approach 
to a better understanding. Therefore I say 
I never have abandoned the hope that that 
day pees come. And in this presence and 
in the interest which I see manifested by 
these here to-day, I believe the day is near 
at hand. 

“'To gay that I am interested in it is to 
put it very mildly, and, although I did not 
intend that that sentiment should have the 
publicity which your President has given it 
—and perhaps it may seem a little egotisti- 
cal to have mentioned it in that connection, 
but I reaffirm the sentiments by the state- 
ment that I stand ready and willing and 
anxious to give the best that is in me while 
life remains to accomplish this purpose. 
appeal 

“I sincerely believe that the opportunity 
is now ripe, and from such expression as 
we have heard from Bishop Potter, and 
that -we- have heard from others, I am en- 
couraged to believe that that third element 
is coming into power, making manifest an 
interest outside of those two forces which 
haye been engaged together in this country, 
that will solve all problems, surmount all 
diffieulties, and bring the two opposite 
forces together. 

‘This is not the time or place, perhaps, 
to discuss particulars. I simply want to 
improve the opportunity to give expression 
to that thought, that it is my all-absorbing 
interest and firm determination as a work- 
er in the field to. join with all those, the 
laborer and the employer, to bring about 
a condition of things -which will accom- 
plish more in the direction of good govern- 

ment, good social relations, and good morals 
than any one question which the public 
mind can take hold of.. [Applause.] 

“The faith in me has grown stronger 
of this accomplishment from year to year. 
So that, my friends, I feel. that this is but 
the beginning of the end which will accom- 
piah the purposes for which. we are assem- 
led here. And with the assurance that in 
every way that I can serve with you, I 
am at the service of this organization.’’ 
[Applause.] 

The next speaker was the Most Rev. 
John Ireland, Archbishop of St. Paul. He 
was introguced by Mr. Straus as one who, 
‘though .in the spiritual field has done 
great work in the practical field as well.’ 


VIEWS OF ARCHBISHOP IRELAND. 


Archbishop Ireland said in part: 

‘“‘I know the employers’ ideas in this 
country, and they are human. They real- 
ize that they are brothers of their fellow- 
men. I have never yet met an employer 


who was not ready to say that the ideal 
condition of any man put upon this earth 
by his Creator is that means be given. to 
him of leading a life to become a man and 
becoming a child of God. 

“IT have not met the capitalist that has 
ever thought that man, whoever he is, 
however weak, is a mere piece of ma- 
chinery. Capitalists who would have so 
thought may possibly have existed in the 
past or may exist elsewhere than in our 
society. But it has been the effect of our 
own democratic American society, per- 
meated as it is by this intense feeling of 
mutual brotherhood, it has been the result 
of such society that every citizen wishes 
that every other citizen had for himself and 
for his family the means of a decent liveli- 
hood. [Applause.] 

‘““And we do not deny that great principle 
that we must do justice to laborers, to 
workingmen. On the other hand, I have 
not met the workingman who on sober 
thought will not understand that his arms 
are of no account to earn a livelihood for 
himself unless assisted by the leaders of 
industry who will gather in the finances 
needed to purchase machinery and open 
markets, who does not realize that he him- 
self cannot secure-for himself and his fam- 
ily the comfort that he desires unless there 
be the capitalists, unless.there be the em- 
ployers. 

“Nor are there any laborers to-day in 
America who on sober thought will not 
realize that whatever may be the quality 
of men as to legal and political rights, that 
from the very fact of the constitution of 
each man.as he now is there is diversity, 
and as men go through a thousand circum- 
stances of life there is a diversity of cir- 
cumstances,.and there must be consequent- 
ly more or less, necessarily so, of inequality 
in the possessions of the things of earth. 
But while there may be this inequality, 
there must be always the feeling and the 
realization that we are. but fellow-men, all 
children of the same great Lord and all 
po to co-operate with and help one an- 
other. : 

‘“* Now, why is it that, despite these con- 
victions which Fen in America, we have 
had strikes and difficulffés and misunder- 
standings? Simply because we have kept 
apart. We have not come enough together. 
Simply because we have acted rather un- 
der impulse than as the result of sober re- 
flection. If when there is a difficulty 
threatening, as there will be—we know 
human things too well not to realize that 
there will be difficulties—if when these 
difficulties come we were to meet and 
say now what is the cause of complaint, 
if we were to understand one another, I 
am very sure that these difficulties, large- 
ly, at least, could be oviated.”’ 

The next speaker was William H. Pfahler 
of Philadelphia. He told of the poseest 
relations existing between the workingmen 
and the employer in the manufacturing 
concern of which he is the head, and said 
that no industry could suffer by any effort 
to bring cephoy er and employed together. 

John Phillips, Secretary of the’ Hatters’ 
Union, was next called upon. He was the 
first labor leader who had spoken, and he 
stated emphatically that the workingmen 
whom he represented had come to the con- 
clusion that there was ‘nothing in 
strikes.’’ 

“They discovered,’ said Mr. Phillips, 
“that nothing is to be gained by permit- 
ting the men to quit, and now we only 
strike as a last despérate resort.'’ Mr. 
Phillips’s speech was concluded with a/ 
compliment to Senator Hanna, whom he 
said he had long misunderstood. ‘1 al- 
ways thought he was a foe of organized 
labor, and now I know I was wrong,’’ said 
the speaker. : 

The next speaker on behalf of labor was 
introduced as one representing ‘a trade 
which had done much damage to the arti- 
see made by the hatters, the Bricklayers’ 
Jnion.”"’ : 

Representative Donnelly, on behalf of the 
bricklayers, said the troubles between the 
men in that trade and their employers 
could in nearly all.cases Rave been settled 
by arbitration, and that as long as he was 
connected with the union he would use his 
influence in favor of such means of set 
tlement of labor troubles. — , 

James Ryan of the _ -Photo-Engravers’ 
Union fcllowed. He said the statement of 
Senator Hanna that he was a friend of or- 
ganized labor was ‘the -best thing he had 
heard in many days.’’ He maintained that 
labor unions had been of great benefit to 
workiigmen, improving them morally, so- 
cially, and ‘financially. 

Mr. Straus then introduced Charles M. 
Schwab, President of the Steel Trust, as 
“the greatest example of rise from the 
ranks of.labor to. the ranks of employer of 
labor in this country.” “ 


Cc. M. SCHWAB ON LABOR UNIONS. 


Mr. Schwab said in part: i 

**My attitude upon the labor question is 
too well known to need any discussion here. 
But I did come here,.as Bishop Potter well

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; press upon you—that labor unions will nev- 


er succeed, as trusts never succeeded in the 

attempt to restrict the output or attempt 
to put any restriction upon trade in general. 

Those grea trusts that are formed in a busi- 

ness way to control the output of any com- 

modity, to raise. its price, they all have 
failed and all will fail. A trust will suc- 
‘ ceed where there are motives of consolida- 
tion for economy’s sake and for regulating 
trade generally. And the laborer must take 
a similar position: 
‘*Labor must uot restrict the output. 
, That is a fundamental principle. And I 
am sorry to say that every labor organiza- 
tion with which I have had experience in 
the past has had as its foundation the re- 
, Striction of the output. It is that principle 
, which is putting English commerce and 
! English trade in the bad position they are 
to- ays and we owe it to America’s great- 
ness in commerce that these great business 
aggregations do not become trusts and that 
the labor leaders must not put them in a 
position where the labor union becomes a 
trust of time and output. 

“‘T am opposed to labor organization as it 
is to-day organized. I am sorry I did not 
have Mr. Phillips and such gentlemen to 
deal with. I think that only good will come 
from a frank and naked discussion of the 
truth, an@ therefore I give you these views. 
I should not be opposed to organized labor 
if organized on correet principles. It is a 
mistaken idea that manufacturers are op- 
posed to labor unions per se. They are 

pposed to them as they do exist, not to 
abor organizations who keep their con- 
tracts, not with labor organizations who 
will not restrict the output, not with labor 
organizations who have the good of the 
trade they represent at heart.”’ 

James B. Reynolds of the University Set- 
tlement spoke briefly on strikes. He said 
that in most cases he had found by per- 
sonal experience they were based on misun- 
derstandings and could have been obviated 
if the right men had been brought together 
at the right time. 

Marcus Marks of the Clothing Makers’ 
Union was next introduced. He said that 
the interests of capital and labor were iden- 
tical, but thatthe trouble with labor was it 
was frequently misrepresented rather than 
Fepepasnted by the men who spoke for it. 

hile the meeting was in session Chair- 
Man Straus received. word that Samuel 
Gompers and several other labor leaders 
who were on-their way to take part in its 
deliberations were prevented from getting 
to New York from Scranton by railroad 
washouts, He therefore adjourned the 
meeting until 10:30 o’clock to-day. Mr. 
Straus said that before the final adjourn- 
ment a small working committee composed 
of, manufacturers, -labor representatives, 
and ecclesiastics would be 4 oe to fur- 
ther consider the matters under debate. 

After the conference adjourned the labor 
representatives resent eagerly pressed 
around Senator Hanna and congratulated 
him upon his address. The Senator was all 
smiles, and seemed to enjoy the hand- 
shakes of the representatives of organized 
abor. "

JERSEY CITY WATER SUPPLY CO. 


William Belden Petitions for a Receiver 
—His Charges Against P. H. Flynn. 


Much surprise was created in Jersey City 
yesterday by the announcement that Vice 
Chancellor Emery, sitting at Newark, had 
granted a rule to show cause why a re- 
ceiver should not be appointed for the 
Jersey City Water Supply Company, which, 
under the management of P. H. Flynn of 
Brooklyn, is constructing Jersey City’s new 
waterworks. The rule is returnable at Jer- 
sey City.on Dec. 24. 

The application was made by Otto Crouse, 
counsel for William Belden, who is inter- 
ested in the Water Supply Company, and 
who recently began suit against Mr. Flynn 
for $84,000 and also attached Mr. Flynn’s 
interest in the company and water plant to 
secure any judgment he mishs rooower. 

Mr. Belden, who owns $124, of the com- 
pany’s stock, Mr. Flynn’s being $993,000, 
alleges that since the execution of the con- 
tract with Jersey City Mr. Flynn has 
“caused the Water Supply Company to as- 
sume obligations which should have been 
incurred solely by the said Patrick H. 
Flynn.’ Among these obligations are a 
sub-contract with J. A. Gillespie, who is to 
. receive $125,000 for laying water pipes, and 
another with the Hudson Tunnel Company, 
which-is to build a tunnel through the 
mountains of north New Jersey ‘at a cost 
of $248,000. Mr. Belden further alleges that 
the water plant cannot be completed at the 
ea pag | time, March 1, 1902, and that 
under the contract Mr. Flynn is Hable to a 

enalty of $500 a day for each day’s dela 
beyond the date fixed, which penalty will 
in all probability be saddled upon the com- 
pany. 


TO BUILD NO NAVAL ARCH. 


Public Sentiment Aroused by Dissen- 
tion, Says Park Benjamin, Inter- 
feres with the Project. 


All efforts to build a commemorative arch 
by. the Naval Arch Association» are to be 
abandoned for the present. Such is the 
announcement of Park Benjamin, the 
President. . The reason for the suspension 
of the work, according to ‘Mr.. Benjamin, 
is the disgust now prevailing in. the minds 
of the ‘Kinerican people with the Nation's 
navy. 

Mr. Benjamin made this announcement 
after consulting. with Col, Robert M. 
Thompson, Treasurer and manager of the 
association. ‘

BUILDING LAWS VIOLATED. 


Writ of Mandamus Against Mr. Wallace 
to Enforce Law Denied—He Will 
See Provisions Are Obeyed. 

A peremptory writ of mar?> ‘ 
pel Building Commissioner Wallace to see 
that the building laws were complied with 
in the construction of the office building at 
Broadway anu sidiuei wear s 
fore Justice Scott, in the Supreme Court, 
yesterday. The order was issued by Justice 
Beach and directed Commissioner Wallace 
to explain why a writ should not be issued 
compelling him to see that no further vio- 
lations of the law were allowed on certain 
structures. : 

When the matter was first called to the 


attention of Commissioner Wallace through 
a communication from District Attorney 
Philbin, Mr. Wallace wrote a letter with 
a report of an Inspector claiming that the 
law was being complied with and that no 
violation existed. 

Yesterday, in an affidavit signed by Com- 
missioner Wallace and submitted to Justice 
Scott, the head of the Building Depart- 
ment swears that he caused an investiga- 
tion of the building and found that some 
window. frames in the structure were not 
of metal or of metal covered with wood, 
as prescribed in Section 105 of the Building 
Code. 

Commissioner Wallace then makes affi- 
davit that he wrote to the George A. Fuller 
Construction Company, the builders, and 
was informed that it was the intention 
of the company to cover all outside sashes 
as provided in Section 105 of the Building 
Code before the structure was completed. 

Frank T. Noble, who made the application 
for the mandamus, representing a large 
number of prominent architects and build- 
ers, was represented by Julius M. Mayer, 
who for several years was counsel to the 
Building Department. 

Counselor Mayer said that Commissioner 
Wallace should be compelled by a writ of 
mandamus to enforce the law, as his at- 
tention already had been called to the vio- 
lations and apparently no heed had been 
taken of the matter. Lawyer Mayer con- 
tinued: 

*In view of the fact that the Building 
Commissioner and the contractors recognize 
thit they must comply with the law and 
that therefore the result for which the 
mandamus proceeding was instituted has 
been achieved, I will therefore move that 
the motion to mandamus Commissioner 
Wallace be denied with leave to renew if 
the law is not complied with.’ Justice 
Scott denied the motion on these terms.

WANT A 1,000-TON BARGE CANAL 


Produce Exchange Committees Tell 


Members of Legislature Why 
it Is Needed. 


The question of a 1,000-ton barge canal 
was discussed at a meeting in the Govern- 
ors’ room of the Produce Exchange yes- 
terday. There were present the members 
of the Exchange Committees on Canals 


and Freight Rate Discrimination and the 
city members of the legislative Committees 
on Canals. 

The Exchange members charged that the 
discrimination of railroads against New 
York makes it possible for pn to be 
shipped from Chicago to Liverpool as 
cheaply as they can be shipped from Chi- 
cago to New York. With a 1,000-ton barge 
canal this discrimination would be impossi- 
ble. 

Some time ago a sub-committee laid the 
matter before Gov. Odell, who referred the 
matter to the Railroad Commissioners, who, 
this committee asserts, have sidetracked it. 
When the present agitation began the rail- 
roads contended that nothing should be 
done toward a canal, since they were ask- 
ing action from the State on the freight 
rate question. This did not deter the com- 
mittee, which has gone ahead, and which 
says that the Exchange is prepared to fight 
from now on in earnest. 

The meeting was harmonious. Several 
members of the Legislature pointed out 
that the thing for the Exchange to do was 
to prepare a bill, take it to Albany, and 
demand a public hearing for it during the 
next session of the Legislature, and to push 
the bill. 


SCANNELL MUST STAND TRIAL. 


Court Denies Plea in Case of Fire Com- 
missioner and W. L. Marks. 


Recorder Goff yesterday handed down a 
decision against Fire Commissioner Scan- 
nell and Contractor William L. Marks, in- 


dicted for conspiracy, whose lawyer had 
entered a plea of abatement on the ground 
that Eugene B. Sanger, a member of the 
Grand Jury which found the indictment, 
was not a resident of the county. 

The Recorder in his decision said that it 
was not necessary ‘to enter into the eligi- 
bility of Mr. Sanger, and that by reason 
of the previous favors which the defend- 
ants had asked of the court they had 
watved their right to enter a plea of abate- 
ment, even if such a pleading was cdmissi- 
ble, which it was not, according to law. 

The decision means that Scannell and 
Marks must again be arraigned for plead- 
ing, at which time they will merely be per- 
mitted to plead guilty or not guilty, when 
a day will be set for trial of the case. 


25 Lives in Danger in Omaha Elevator. 
Special to The’ New York Times. 


OMAHA, Neb., Dec. 16.—A crowded ele- 
vator in the New York Life Building here 


became unmanageable to-day and very 
nearly resulted in the death of twenty-five 
people. The car was at the tenth floor. 
After a moment's pause, it started down- 
ward at a terrific speed. The conductor 
attempted to throw the brake, but the lever 
would not budge. Likaga stone the car 
dropped from the tenth the seeend floor, 
when it came to a sudden step. The safe- 
ty appliance had attended to its duty, and 
a severe shock was all the injury the pas- 
sengers suffered. 


LOSSES BY FIRE. 


PITTSFIELD, N. H., Dec. 16.—Fire de- 
stroyed one of the principal business blocks 
here to-day. The loss was from $16,000 to 
$20,000, and the insurance on the destroyed 

roperty aggregated about $10,000. The 
block was owned by Dr. F. H. Sargent, and 
was occupied by Maxfield & Ayers, deal- 
ers in hardware; J. D. Heustis, restaurant 
deeper; Gould & Avery, dealers in woolen 
goods, and several offices, among which 
was that of Dr. Sargent. 


BLOOMINGTON, Ill., Dec. 16.—The Stev- 
enson Block, one of the largest flat and 
store buildings in the city, was destroyed 
by fire to-night. The flames spread so rap- 
idly that tenants had little time to save 
their household property. James Shores, a 
consumptive, was fatally exposed while be- 
ing removed. The loss is $50,000; insurance 
not known. 


SOUTH FRAMINGHAM, Mass., Dec. 16.— 
John W. Gorman’s new theatre, upon which 
work was being rushed so as to open it on 
Jan. 1, was burned early to-day. Mr. Gor- 
man, who is a Boston man, and Contractor 
O'Laughling lose nearly $20,000.

He said 
the appointments in these departments 
would probably be announced in a few 
days. fe intimated that the same cure 
would be exercised in making these selec- 
tions as in those announced yesterday, and 
that a little delay might result on that ac- 
count. 


MR. LOW’S STATEMENTS. 


In making his announcements Mr. Low 
said: 

“The Street Cleaning Commissioner will 
be Dr. John McGaw Woodbury, a gradu- 
ate of Princeton University and of the 
Bellevue Hospital Medical School. In mak- 


ing this selection, I have borne in mind 
the fact that the work of the Street Clean- 
ing Department consists of two very dis- 
tinct parts. First of all, it is necessary 
that the streets should be kept clean, and 
that the garbage and refuse should be 
promptly and efficiently removed. For this 
es of the work executive ability of a 
igh order is essential. 

* But, in addition to all this, as to the 
success or failure of which the public can 
readily form its own judgment, there are 
important scientific questions to be dealt 
with, relating to the best disposition of the 
city’s refuse. These matters lie outside of 
the public sight, and I do not know to what 
extent the immediate future may be em- 
barrassed by existing contracts. I believe, 
however, that a great service can be ren- 
dered to the city along these lines, and 
that, ultimately, an income ought to be 
received from much of this work which 
is now a subject of expense. 

‘Dr. Woodbury's equipment for dealing 
with both sides of this problem may be 
briefly stated. During the war with Spain 
he was assigned as Division Surgeon, with 
the rank of Major, to the staff of Major 
Gen. James H, Wilson, who speaks of his 
capacity and efficiency in the highest 
terms. At Ponce, Dr. Woodbury was placed 
in charge of the unloading of the transport 
of his division at 6 A, M., and completed 
the same by 2 A. M. of the following day. 
Tn. no other case was the work performed 
in less than three days. Later, when wagon 
trains were to be pushed to the front, the 
train in Dr. Woodbury’s charge got through 
on the same day, while of the other trains 
which started on the same afternoon, the 
next arrived two days later. 

“Dr. Woodbury ‘served for a time as 
Sanitary Inspector. of the Island of Porto 
Rico, and during this period organized the 
first Eoard of Health of Ponce, superin- 
tending the cleansing of that town. 

“Afte? the war he was sent abroad by 
*the United States Government to inspect, 
study, and r y eh upon the sanitary condi- 
tions of the German Army in active field 
operations: During this visit he inspected 
ani studied the system of drainage, dispo- 
sition of sewage, garbage, and general ref- 
use, in Berlin, Frankfort, and Breslau, and 
also of the City of Paris. Dr. Woodbury 
is, therefore,- singularly well informed ag 
to the side of the problem which demands 
sefentific knowledge. 

‘“*He is a Democrat who has voted with 
the Republicans since 1896. He is at present 
an instructor in the Cornell University 
Medical School, and proposes to give up his 
practice and to give his entire attention to 
the work of the department. 

“The Commissioner of Public Charities 
will be Mr. Homer Folks, who has been for 
many years the Secretary of the New York 
State Charities Aid Association. Mr. Folks 
is a Republican. He is well acquainted 
with the Department of. Public Charities, 
as he assisted in preparing the plan which 
was adopted in 1895 for the division of the 
former Department of Charities and Cor- 
rection into two separate departments—one 
of Charities and one of Correction—and per. 
sonally inspected every institution in Pihe 
Department of Charities for several years 
thereatter. 

*“‘As Secretary of the State Charities Aid 
Association, he has assisted for some years 
in the preparation of monthly reports on 
the condition of the institutions in the de- 
partment to the Commissioners of Public 
Charities, and annual statements to the 
Roard of Estimate and Apportionment on 
the needs of the department. He was act- 
ively connected with the preparation of the 
Charities Chapter in the’ Greater New 
York charter of 1897, and in the revised 
charter of 1901. 


THE HEALTH BOARD CHANGES. 


“The Health Commissioner will be Ernst 
J. Lederle, Ph. D., now chief chemist to 
the department. Mr. Lederle ts a Repub- 
lican, and lives in the Twenty-third As- 


sembly District. He was educated at the 
New York University and at Columbia 
University, graduating from the School of 
Mines in the course of chemistry in 1886. 

“The charter makes a pew change in 
the organization of the ealth Depart- 
ment. At the present time it consists of 
the President and two Medical Commis- 
sioners. The charter reduces this board 
of three members to a single Commissioner, 
and makes the Board of Health to con- 
sist of this Commisstoner, as President, of 
the Health Officer of the Port, and of the 
Police Commissioner. 

“Tt has been to me a matter of no little 
study to decide whether, under these 
circumstances, the Health Commissioner 
had better be a layman or a physictan. 
After careful reflection I have determined 
that even under these conditions it is best 
that the Health Commissioner should be a 
layman. On the other hand the disappear- 
ance of the medical members from the 
board as now constituted makes it highl 
important, as I conceive, that there shall 
be a certain reorganization of the p 
ment on its medical side. 

“TY have therefore arranged with Mr. 
Lederle that Dr. Herman J. Biggs, now at 
the head of the bacteriological laboratories 
of the Health Department, shall be placed 
in practical charge of all the medical side 
of the department, with the title of Medi- 
eal Officer. The exact duties of Dr. Biggs 
as Medical Officer of the department re- 
main, of course, to 
light of the law and of ie the ——— of the 
Board of Health as it wil constituted 
after Jan. 1.

But the conditions of 
the moment are exceptional. There are 
three bridges in course of construction, 
and the care of the Brooklyn Bridge, on 
its engineering side, as distinguished from 
its operating side, is condemned beyond 
excuse by the accident of last Summer. 
There is needed to deal successfully with 
these conditions a man of great force of 
character, of vigor, and of enough confi- 
dence in his own judgment not to be afraid 
to take responsibility. In the meanwhile 
the problem of better traffic facilities for 
the old bridge must be solved by changes 
at the Manhattan end. 

“It is essential, therefore, for any plan 
that may be proposed that it shall be ac- 
ceptable to both boroughs. Otherwise every 
plan proposed from Brooklyn may be de- 
feated, as heretofore, by objections from 
Manhattan. I believe Mr. Lindenthal to be 
a man with the necessary qualifications of 
character and ability; that he is absoiutely 
unhampered, and that as Bridge Commis- 
sioner he will consider the interest of the 
eity only. As to all questions of large 
policy affecting the bridge, the Mayor 

imself is responsible.” 

Regarding his selections for the Civil 
Service Commission Mr. Low said that he 
had named Democrats. as minority mem- 
bers who had supported Mr. Shepard for 
Mayor and had made two of the set genamhal 
ments of men whom Mr. Shepard h sug- 
gested upon his request.

SKETCHES OF APPOINTEES. 


DR. ERNST J. LEDERLE, appointed 
Health Commissioner, was born in Staten 
Island thirty-six years ago. He has always 
been a resident of the greater city. For 
the past ten years he has lived at 431 West 
One Hundred and Forty-third Street. He 
is a graduate of New York University and 
completed a course in chemistry at Colum- 
bia in 1886. At Columbia he studied under 
Prof. Chandler, who, sixteen years ago, as 
Chief Chemi&t of the Health Department, 
originated its present system.

More than’500 active Republicans attend- 
ed the complimentary dinner given to the 
officers of the Republican County Com- 
mittee at the Waldorf-Astoria last night. 
Alexander T. Mason, Civil Service Commis- 
sioner and Republican leader in the Twen- 
ty-ninth District, acted as toastmaster. 
Having been reappointed by Mayor-elect 
Low, Mr. Mason was warmly greeted. 

Just as he alluded to the fact that 84 per 
cent. of the vote cast for Mr. Low came 
from the Republican Party there was a 
sensation in the middle of the hall. As- 
semblyman Hal Bell, who did not secure 
a renomination this year, was seen standing 
at his table struggling violently and cough- 
ing as though he was choking. Everybody 
thought he had been stricken with apo- 
plexy. Coroner-elect Moses J. Jackson and 
Gustave Scholer, both of whom are doctors, 
rushed toward him, There was great ex- 
citement for two or three minutes during 
which the Coroners-elect thumped Mr. Bell 
on the back and shoved their fingers down 
his throat. After this Mr. Bell seemed to 
regain his composure and the Chairman 
was able to continue. 

Mr. Mason made a short speech, in which 
he claimed that the Republican Party could 
always be depended upon to sink partisan 
advantage for the benefit of the people. 
The victory last month, he said, was a vic- 
tory of the people, and very much of the 
credit was due to the executive officers of 
the County Committee.

SEBALL FIGHT IN COURT 
Injunction Restraining Spalding 
from Acting as President. 


CLAIM ELECTION WAS ILLEGAL 


Sporting Goods Merchant Declares An 
drew Freedman Out of Na- 


tional League. 


The courts have now: been called upon 
to decide the baseball controversy waging 
between Andrew Freedman and A. G. 
Spalding. A temporary injunction. was 
served on Mr. Spalding as he was leaving 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel last night after a 
public meeting at which he formally de- 
clared Mr. Freedman out of the National 
League, 

This injunction was granted by Judge 
Leventritt in the Supreme Court, and it re- 
strains Mr. Spalding. from -exercising any 
of the powers of a President, Secretary, 
Treasurer,’or any other office of the Na- 
tional League and from interfering in any 
way whatsoever with the business of the 
‘League. This order further restrains N. E. 
Young from delivering to A. G. Spalding 
any of the books, papers, &c. The defend- 
ant must show cause before Justice Scott 
on Dec. 19 why the injunction should not 
be made permanent. 

By these proceedings Mr. Freedman hopes 
to have the election of Spalding declared 
illegal, and he declares*that there shall be 
no further controversy between Spalding 
and himself, and that whatever future ac- 


tion may be instituted to settle the League 
fight will be taken in the courts. 

in this action Mr. Freedman represented 
the New York, Boston, Cincinnati, and 
St. Louis clubs, whose representatives lett 
the meeting of the National League at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel at 1:80 last Saturday 
morning. 

At the public meeting held yesterday 
which Spalding called together for the pur- 
pose of ousting Freedman from the Na- 
tional League, Spalding produced a letter 
from Redding, Kiddle & Greeley, lawyers cf 
this city, in which they said that after care- 
ful examination of the minutes of the meet- 
ing at which Mr. Spalding was elected 
President, they were of the opinion that Mr. 
Spalding had been regulariy and legally 
elected President of the National League 
and American .Association of Professional 
Baseball Clubs for the ensuing year. 

Further than to make the simple declara- 
tion that Freedman was out of baseball, 
Spalding did nothing apparently to show 
the truth of his statement. Followers of 
baseball differed in their intérpretation 
of Spailding's declaration, and Spalding 
upset two theories by saying that Freed- 
man had not been expelled, and that the 
final steps in the proposed process of put- 
ting Freedman out of the League rests 
with the New York Baseball Club's stock- 
holders. ’ 


MAY BE ANOTHER CLUB HERE. 


It waz the opinion of many last night 
that the only means by which Mr. Freed- 
man could be put out of the League was 
through the disruption of that body. It 


was suggested that an amalgamation of 
the American and National Leagues might 
take place and a_twelve-cfub circuit 
adentel. 

Mr. Spalding made a significant remark 
yesterday in connection with this, when 

e said: 

“It may not be so easy to get playing 
grounds in New York, but neither will it 
be 80 easy to cut streets through grounds 
after Jan. 1.” 

The time set for the meeting yesterday 
by Mr. Spalding was 4:30 o'clock, but it was 
nearly 5 when he reached the hotel. There 
were present P, T. Powers, John M. Ward, 
Charles Ebbets, John B, Day, and a num- 
ber of newspaper men and baseball enthu- 
siasts. 

“Has Mr. Freedman atfrived?”’ 
marked, as he entered the. meetin 
‘ Hids anybody seen him?’ Mr. 
said .he’d wait awhile for Freedman. 
then had the Secretary read a letter which 
he sent to Mr. Freedman at his office and 
to the Democratic Club, saying, in .sub- 
stance, that he, Spalding, ‘was thé only 
recognized head of the National League 
and offering to meet Mr. Freedman in pub- 
lic debate on the subject of the present 

ageball situation. 
wT Spalding received the following tele- 
grams: 

I am with you on this Freedman proposition. 
You oan rely on my hearty co-operation and un- 
qualified support, and I am certain the organi- 
zation which I represent will indorse any action 

e along these lines. 
es - (Signed) P. T. POWERS. 
Admire your courageous stand. 
I join heartily with you in your efforts to rid 
the game of Andrew Freedman and all that 
Freedmanism implies. There is no vacancy in 
the American League, and if there was there 
would be no place for Andrew Freedman. Go 
ahead and let me know how I can assist you. 
(Signed) BAN JOHNSON. 

Several congratulatory letters were re- 
ceived by Mr. Spalding and _ were read, one 
of them being from Henry Chadwick, “ the 
father of baseball.’ ‘‘ There’s Chadwick,” 
said Mr. Spalding; “‘ several years ago the 
League voted him a pension of $50 a month, 
which was paid by every one except Mr. 
Freedman, because Mr. Chadwick refused 
to accept any money of him because he 
had insulted him."’ Mr. Spalding proposed 
yesterday that Chadwick be allowed $100 
a@ month, and this motion was carried by 
those present, Mr. Spalding promising to 
have the matter passed at the next meet- 
ing of the League. 

Mr. Spalding also took up the baseball 
issue raised by Freedman. he firm's con- 
tract with the League, made ten years aga 
was read, showing that the firm furnished 
150 balls to each club each season free of 
charge, all others being purchased at the 
market price, $15 a dozen, and Mr. Spald- 
ing admitted he wanted, the contract re- 
newed.

Among domestic statistics of the 
week an increase of 4,116,000 bushels in visible 
supply figures was most important. It repre- 
sented to a great extent accumulations at Buf- 
falo and other points along water routes for the 
Winter. In the quantity on passage there was 
a fair increase, while seaboard clearances proved 
unimportant. Primary arrivals of wheat, be- 
cause of the recenet storm, were only 983,000 
bushels, compared with 1,129,000 bushels a year 
ago. Foreign houses traded moderately on both 
sides of the market, being rather conspicuous 
as buyers early in the day. With the excep- 
tion of St. Louis, which showed relative firm- 
ness, all outside markets were weak and heavy 
during the day, especially the Northwest. As 
compared with the highest figures of last Mon- 
day, prices yesterday at the weakest interval 
showed 4%c decline. The local stock of wheat 
increased for the week 167,000 bushels, while 
contract supplies. decreased 49,000 bushels, be- 
ing only half as large as at this time a year 
ago.

MR. LOW’S APPOINTMENTS. 

> The first thing that strikes an impar- 
Ulal observer in the appointments so far 
‘determined,on by Mr. Low—and the list 
is nearly complete—is the singularly high 
Standard of fitness for the duties of the 
several offices by which he has evidently 
been’ guided. There is not a man‘on the 
list who is not known to have expé@rience 
or ability, or both, directly adapted to 
the work he has to perform. In this 
most impoftant regard Mr. Low has con- 
spicuilously adhered to the principle which 
would prevail in the administration of a 
great private’ business. 

The next feature of Mr. Low’s appoint- 
ments that will appeal to the judgment 
of the public is the absence of any un- 
worthy consideration of political affilia- 
tions. Most of the gentlemen chosen 
have shown in the past that public in- 
terest is more potent with them than 
partisan interest of any sort. On the 
whole, they embody in a striking degree 
the view of the relation of city affairs to 
‘party issues which was the basis of the 
movement by which Mr. Low was 
elected. 

The selection of Mr. PARTRIDGE for 
Police Commissioner, Mr. Rives for Cor- 
poration Counsel, Mr. De Forest for 
Tenement House Commissioner, and Mr. 
REYNOLDs for Secretary to the Mayor, 
‘previously announced, has met the ap- 
proval of the public. The names an- 
nounced yesterday are on an equally 
high level.

Dr. JoHN McGaw Wooppury, as Street 
Cleaning Commissioner, has a record for 
scientific knowledge and practical suc- 
cess in the task he assumes that entitle 
him to be ranked with Col. WARING, than 
which no higher praise could be given.

THE EPOCH-MAKING MARCONI. 

If MARCONI succeeds in his experiments 
with intercontinental wireless telegraphy 
his name will stand through the ages 
among the very first of the world’s great 
inventors. The thing he is attempting to 
do would be almost transforming in its 
effect upon the social life, the business 
and political relations of the peoples of 
the earth. The animating spirit of mod- 
ern invention is to overcome the obsta-

course, has done more than any ‘other 
agency to make that association intimate 
and lasting. The electric telegraph, in 
the form of ocean cables, was a great 
step in advance. The sending of mes- 
sages without wires through natural 
media. of communication will be a still 
longer step and more wonderful, if it 
shall prove that the art can be perfected 
and made practicable up to the measure 
of preseat confident predictions. 

Everything depends on that. The 
eables are too slow and too costly for 
these modern times. Prof. PuPIN in his 
comment upon MARCONI’sexperiment says 
that “ nobody doubts at the present time 
that the cable will soon be made from 
forty to fifty times as fast as it ts at the 
present day.” If the capacity of ocean 
cables is not very soon increased by such 
electricai' improvements as he ‘has in 
mind the inventive genius of the age will 
be open to the accusation of not. keeping 
up with its urgent requirements. We 
understand that at 25 cents a word the 
fourteen Atlantic cables now in operation 
are fully occupied during the business 
hours of the day. That means that in 
this matter demand has outrun supply. 
It would be better for the world if com- 
munication between the countries that 
ocean divides could be much -increased 
in volume through a saving of cost and 
time. 

The initial ap- 
peals powerfully to the imagination. It 
will be the fervent hope of all /intelli- 
gent men that wireless ocean telegraphy 
will very soon prove to be not a mere 
“ scientific toy,’ but a system for daily 
and common use. ‘The men of science 
point out the obstacles. They have com- 
monly been deemed insuperable. The 
first triumph is an augury of future con- 


quests.

THE HARLEM RIVER “ HORSESHOE.” 


The plan of the management of the 
New York Central to straighten and 
shorten its line between King’s. Bridge 
and Spuyten Duyvil is entirely commend- 
able and should receive all the authority 
and co-operation needed to enable it to 
carry out its purpose. The course of 
the Port Morris Branch is now along 
the tortuous Harlem River; its new 
course will follow the line of the Harlem | 
Ship Canal. In this way seven grade 
crossings will be dispensed with and 
what is now a horseshoe will be con- 
verted into a straight line, with a re- 
sulting saving in time and distance. 

It is so often necessary to criticise the 
management of the New York Central 
Railroad Company for apparent lack of 
farsighted enterprise in matters in which 
its technical staff is understood to be 
twenty years ahead of the board room 
that a plan so proper and desirable as 
that to which reference is made above 
should be given instant ahd ample en- 
couragement. Curves and unnecessary 
grades are relics of the primitive days of 
railroad engineering, which have an ex- 
cuse for being only when impossible of 
eorrection. To straighten the Harlem 
River Horseshoe is as practicable as it is 
desirable, and it is to be hoped that it 
is a step in the direction of electrifica- 
tion, which will modernize the local serv- 
ice of the Central system and correct 
the chief cause of complaint with its 
otherwise well-managed and generally 
admirable handling of an immense and 
rapidly growing business. 

THE DEPARTMENT OF BRIDGES. 

In appointing a distinguished engineer 
to be,Commissioner of Bridges Mr. Low 
has of course made an innovation. Tam- | 
many has no use for experts, except in | 
strictly subordinate capacities, and to 
the extent to which experts are a dis- 
agreeable political necessity. It may be 
that the Mayor-elect will find a similar 
solution in the case of other depart- 
ments in which technical knowledge is 
essential, such as the Docks and the 
Parks. \ 

In the case of the Department of 
Bridges the wonder is that an engineer 
who is known as a designer and a pro- 
jector, and especially as the designer of 
the North River Bridge, the most ambi- 
tious project in bridge engineering that 
has been conceived in this country, 
skould be willing to take a place in which 
his duties will apparently be confined 
to custody and repair. It would doubt- | 
less have been an excellent thing for the | 
city if an engineer of Mr. LINDENTHAL’S 
standing had been appointed before the 
submission of the designs for the three 
new bridges across the East River, of 
which all three are now, we suppose, 
irretrievably committed to certain plans, 
which may or which may not be the 
most edvantageous, scientifically, eco- 
nomically, and artisticatiy. Evidently 
the indorsement of Commissioner Sura 
of the plans for a bridge must be per- 
fectly perfunctory and of no account. 
He, of course, had no reputation to lose 
by ‘certifying that a bad design for a 
bridge was a good one, nor, indeed, 
weuld any other layman have had in his 
place. 

But, although the greatest works pro- 
jected in the Department of Bridges 
must apparently be executed, except pos- 
sibly in some minor details, upon the 
lines on which they have been planned 
and accepted, it by no means follows 
that the duties of the Commissionership 
will not employ the talents of a first- 
class engineer. All the questions relat- 
ing to the new bridges have not yet by 
any means been settled. It was only the 
other day that the question of the Man- 
hattan approach to that which is nearest 
completion was settled, and that a pre- 
posterous and extravagant scheme was 
defeated to carry its approach to a point 
already congested. Nay, the questions 
of the approaches to the existing bridge 
are by no means settled. A commission 
of experts has reported a plan for scat- 
tering the enormous traffic now daily 
concentrated upon the Mafihattan end of 
the bridge. That the plan would be ef- 
fective is not, we believe, disputed. But 


it has been: found, 

strictly engineering grounds, to be so re- 
pugnant both to private interests and to 
interests that may very properly be de- 
scribed as public, that there is a general 
reluctance to accept it until it is con- 
clusively shown that no plan which 
would obviate the objections would at- 
tain the results. This is one of the first 
subjects, doubtless, that will engage the 
attention of the new Commissioner, and 
it is a specimen of a class of subjects 
that require the best consideration of a 
first-class engineer. 


CANNY” IN BRITISH WORK- 
SHOPS. 

The discussion now occupying so promi- 
nent a place in the columns of The Lon- 
don Times of the causes immediately 
contributory to ‘The Crisis in British 
Industry” is in the highest degree edu- 
cational, but there is reason to fear that 


those for whom it would contain most 
instruction are not reached by it. It is 
natural, no doubt, that the partisans of 


trades union principles and practices 
should prefer to read what is written for 
them by the makers of trades union lit- 
erature, and that thew should gain their 
impressions of the results of such in- 
vestigation of industrial conditions as 
are made for The London Times by spe- 


cially qualified students of » economic 
facts, through the indignant contradic- 


tions and hostile criticisms of the labor 
journals. Probably the same system of 
labor education obtains in this country, 
although the labor press of the United 
States appears to be conducted upon a 
somewhat higher average plane of jour- 
nalistic intelligence than that of Great 
Britain. 

The greatest danger which now threat- 


ens British industry is that resulting 
from the general agreement among union 


workmen to keep the limit of a day's 
work as small as possible without lead- 
ing to open conflict between employers 
and the unions, IEditorially, The London 


“ CA’ 


‘Times points out the fact that Great 


Britain is now witnessing a phenomenon 
for which no parallel can be found in 
history, “‘ which is that we have shirk- 
ine and skulking preached as an eco- 
nomic gospel by organized bodies holding 
positions of such power that they can 
and do enforce its acceptance upon men 
who would rather work honestly and 
energetically.” This is certainly a bad 
state of affairs. It may be without his- 
torical precedent, but it is certainly not 
without its parallel in contemporaneous 
trades union management. It was ex- 
actly this which gradually sapped the 
strength of the Amalgamated Association 
in the iron and steel trades of the Mid- 
Gle West and led to the utter and de- 
moralizing defeat of that organization in 
its strike in the mills of the United States 
Steel Corporation last Summer. It is, 
perhaps, the natural outgrowth of the 
wage system, but it cannot long survive 
the conflict with self-interest which re- 
sults from the establishment of the piece 
price system. The man who can see the 
opportunity to increase his daily earn- 
ings a quarter, a third, or possibly a half 
by putting his best energies into his work 
soon becomes restless and dissatisfied 
under the restraint of union rules which 
deny him the right to do so. 

The reason that the ‘ca’ canny,” or 
go-easy, policy of organized labor has 
brought about an industrial crisis in 
Great Britain and threatened its princi- 
pal industries with paralysis would seem 
to be the inability as yet of the Brit- 
ish employer to accept the American 
view that the labor cost of an article is 
of no consequence as a factor in the 
equation of manufacturing economy and 
that production is cheap or dear accord- 
ing to the interest charge which each 
unit of output must bear. When this 
view is accepted the inducements offered 
to labor may be great enough to induce 
skilled and- industrious warkmen to 
abandon dependence upon the unions and 
give their labor its maximum value. So 
long as machinery is secondary and sub- 
ordinate to labor, the unions will re- 
main in a position to do just what they 
are doing in England to induce industrial

_ CITY CLUB'S. GUEST 


Discusses the Debt Limit Before 
Bankers and Financiers. 


Enterprise Under New Lines, He Says, 
Must Be Self-Supporting—Mr. Coler 
Asks Reformers to Stop 
“ Knocking.” 


Controller-elect Edward M. Grout was the 
guest of honor at a dinner given by the Vity 
Club in the banquet room of its clubhouse 
last night. ‘‘The Finances of the City vf 
New York” was the subject of the speeches. 

Among those present were Morris K. Je- 
sup, John A. McCall, Richard A. McCurdy, 
James Stillman, J. W. Alexander, VJ. P. 
Snyder, R. Delafield, J. Harsen Rhoades, I, 
N. Seligman, Charles 8. Fairchild, Ashbel 
P. Fitch, L. Lewissohn, J. E. Parsons, J. 
R. Burnet, and’ R. B. Hirsch. 

Wheeler H. Peckham presided at the din- 
ner and introduced as the first speaker Mr. 
Grout, who said in part: 

“At the very outset of any discussion of 
public improvements. and their relation to 
the debt limit, one must take into account 
that the present restriction to 10 per cent. 
of the assessed value of the real estate in 
the city is not a chance provision, but was 
deliberately inserted by the people of the 


State as recently as 1884, and as a result of 


grievous experience both in the old City of 
New York and in the City of Brooklyn. 
“It was intended to be, as it has in fact 


been, every year almost since its enact- 
ment, a restriction upon the city officials 
and upon the constant demand for great 
and often extravagant public improvements. 
The limit should never be enlarged so as 
to lose its character as a restriction, in 
order to take on the character of a license. 

“I take it to be a fact also that the real 
purpose of the constitutional restriction 
was never so much for the protection of the 
city’s solvency as it was for the protection 
of the tax yers from burdensome items 
in the yearly budget for interest and re- 
demption of bonds. 

“The interest charges in the present 
budget for next year amount in the aggre- 
gate to $12,500,000, while for the rede p- 
tion of bonds is a charge of nearly $10, ~ 

. In other words, one-fifth of the tax 
levy next year will be for the interest and 
redemption of city debt. 

* The limit now fixed of 10 per cent. of 
the assessed value of the real estate is one 
which experience has taught us does not 
create a burden too great tor the people to 
bear, either in the payment of interest or 
in the redemption of principal. We have 
under way now, or thé city is committed to, 
improvements which wilt cost in round fig- 
ures, $100,000,000, of which at least $70,000,- 
000 are not reckoned in the city “es when 
it is estimated that the present leeway for 
the acqulring of new debt is less than 
$10,000,000, 

“In other words, with a capacity at pres- 
ent lawfully to incur Jess than ten millions 
of new debt, the City of New York has 
been committed to improvements which will 
cost $70,000,000,. These cannot be done in 
a single year and are sufficient in extent 
to require many years for their comple- 
tion. It remains to be seen whether or not 
the natural increase of assessed values of 
real estate during the years which it will 
take for the completion of these improve- 
ments, will not enable us to do what is 
now already panned, without enlarging the 
constitutional limit. 

‘I speak the more reluctantly to this ef- 
fect because I am myself, and have for 
many years*been, an advocate of the en- 
largement of the functions of the munici- 
pality in the direction of municipal owner- 
ship of public utilities, especially those de- 
pending upon a municipal grant for a sub- 
stantial monopoly in the use of streets and 
highways. : 

‘* But all the more do I insist that when 
the city does enter upon these newer lines 
of municipalization it shall do so under the 
obligation to make its new enterprises pay 
for themselves.” 

Horace E. Deming, who followed Mr. 
Grout, talked on practical methods wf re- 
lief for taxpayers in cities. He advavated 


as meagures of relief a fair and equitable 


assessment of property. 

Controller Coler was then introduced. 
With reference to his own experience and 
the change made in the situation by the 
new charter, he said: 

“The condition of the Finance Depart- 
ment has beén improved and its power and 
importance increased during the past four 
years. The changes made by the new char- 
ter will, I believe, be of great assistance to 
the new Controller. I do not wish to ap- 
pear in the light of overrating the difficul- 
ties with which I have had to contend dur- 
ing my four years in the office, or of un- 
derrating the problems left ‘for my succes- 
sor, but in several ways his task will be 
easier than mine. He will have full power 
to check all extravagance, and without his 
consent there can be no confession of judg- 
ment against the city on the thousands of 
claims that are filed every year. 

“But now when we see the new Public 
Library under way, the rapid transit tunnel 
building, and the great improvements in 
sea | we see the real city, 

“Tt's time to stop ‘knocking.’ Every 
time my friends, the reformers, ‘ knocked’ 
my—I won't say esteemed friend exactly— 
but when they hit Mr. Croker once they 
hit the city twice.”’ 

“You have ‘knocked’ Dick out. You 
ought to stand up for the town now. I 
haven't any more use for that kind of 
people than you have, but you've hit the 
town too hard, and it’s time for the City 
Club to stop getting injunctions merely 
and begin to plan construetively for the 
future.” 

George L. Rives, who is to be Corporation 
Counsel, made his first public speech since 
the anfhouncement of his appointment. His 
remarks were very brief. e said he could 
not quite uftderstand why rapid transit 
bonds should not be included in the debt 
limit, as they represented money that had 
been borrowed. 

“These bonds, however,"’ continued the 
speaker, ‘‘are revenue producing. while 
bonds issued for the public libraries, for 
instance, will be only of indirect benefit to 
thle people. The Charter Commission con- 
sidered the advisability of excluding rapid 
transit bonds from the debt limit, but it 
decided that although revenue producing 
it would not be wise to exclude them. 

“TI think that the sudden increase of the 
debt limit by $30,000,000 or $40,000,000 
would be decidedly unfortunate. To those 
who now advocate the increase of the debt 
limit {! would point out that it could not 
become effective until November, 1903.”’ 

Edgar J. Levey, ex-Deputy . Controller, 
took up the question of bookkeeping by the 
city. He said that the city did not keep 
its books as a business house would be- 
cause the Legislature of the State would 
not permit it. 

Dr. E. R. L. Gould closed the evening 
with a few remarks.

MR. KNOX’S NOMINATION 
“CONFIRMED BY THE SENATE. 


Arguments Against Attorney General 
Are Unheeded, and Vote Is 
43 to 7. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Just before ad- 
journing to-night the Senate confirmed the 
nomination of Philander C. Knox tobe 
Attorney General of the United States. 
The nominatton of Mr. Knox was taken 
up when the Senate first went into execu- 
tive session, but the point was made that 
there should first be action upon the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty under the cgreement 
reached last Thursday. This vas conceded, 
but when the Senate had disposed of the 
treaty the nomination was again called up. 
The discussion of it turned upon the 
motion made by Senator Jones (Dem., Ark.,) 
te recommit the nomination to the Com- 
mittee on Judiciary, in the meantime pub- 
lishing the testimony bearing upon the 
case. Speeches in favor of this proposition 
were made by Senators Jones and Turner 
Fusion, Washington.) and in opposition by 
enators Hoar (Rep., Mass.,) and Pettus, 
(Dem., Ala.) lt was contended by the 
last two that the only evidence presented 


against confirmation had been filed by 
members of the Anti-Trust League, and 
was very vague and indefinite. 

Those favoring the motion said that, if 
this were true, there could be no objection 
on the part of the friends of the Attorney 
General to placing all the facts within 
reach of the public, and that the more time 
the committee should give to the subject, 
the more thoroughly the public would be 
convinced of the tairness of the final decis- 
ion. They dwelt at some length upon the 
charge made that the Attorney General, 
previous to entering upon the duties of that 
office. had been attorney for the United 
States Steel Corporation. 

In reply to these accusations it was said 
that it was legitimate for an attorney in 
private life to represent any interest in 
his official capacity, and it was ar 
that his position as counsellor for thase 
interests could not be used legitimately 
against him in connection with his nom- 
ination to a position under the present 
Administration. So long as he had con- 
ducted himself with propriety, his relation- 
ship as an attorney should not be used to 
his injury as an official. 
The vote on the motion to recommit was 
lost. The ballot stood 43 to 7. There 
was no roll. call on the motion to con- 
firm, which immediately followed.

FIGHTS IN COLOMBIA. 


Government Victorious at Nombre de 
Dios—Reported Capture of Rio 


t Hacha by Liberals. 
COLON, Colombia, Dec. 16.—A schooner 
which just arrived here from Nombre de 


Dios, a town on the Caribbean coast, brings 


the news that the Colombian Government 
troops, numbering 70, who left Colon a 
fortnight ago for Viento Frio, had an en- 


gagement with the Liberal forces at that 
town on last Friday. The Liberals num- 
bered 250 men, chiefly recruits from along 
the coast. They were badly armed, the 
majority carrying nothing but machetes. 
Casualties on both sides amounted to 18 
men killed and 40 wounded. The Govern- 
ment troops succeeded in carrying the in- 
trenchments and driving the Liberals from 
the town back to the hills behind it. Dur- 
ing the fight the women and children of 
Nombre de Dios, together with the United 
States Vic Consul at Colon, Mr, Hyatt, and 
other foreigners, sought refuge on a small 
island. The Government troops are now 
on their way back to Colon. 

Mr. Hyatt reports Nombre de Dios to be 
now practically deserted and unsafe for 
foreigners, the Liberals believing the latter 
ave been aiding the Government. The 
Vice Consul is also the manager of a man- 
ganese mine, and Nombre de Dios is the 
centre of American manganese mining in- 
terests. There is a railroad running from 
the port nine miles back into the country, 
but owing to the unsettled condition of af- 
fairs traffic and egy | operations have 
been suspended during the past month. 
The Colombian gunboat General Pinzon, 
after driving out the Liberal forces from 
Cocle, will leave a portion of the troops she 
earries at this point, and then proceed im- 
mediately to Nombre de Dios.

The entrance to the new wing is through 
three huge bronze doors. Immediately as 
one enters there is a vestibule from which 
one passes between four heavy Ionic col- 
umns into the main hall of the structure, 
Here the classic simplicity of the structure 
is impressive. Straight in front is the most 
imposing view. The eye looks through four 
columns to match those just in from the 
entering doors, up a long flight of statrs 

| twenty-one feet wide to the Dutch and 
Flemish gallery of paintings, a long -dis- 
tance away. The paintings are against a 
wall of Bohemian red. n either side of 
this staircase there are half columns and 
pilasters with spandrel carvings as mural 
decorations. 

The view to the right and left in the main 
hall is toward a statuary hali, where the 
walls are again of Bohemian red. Again the 
view is through the four Ionie columns, 
back of which are four huge piers. The 
floors of the entire hall are of Mosaic 
work, a huge octagon being worked out. 
The hall is in the shape of three squares of 
dimensions of about sixty feet each way, 
Over each square there is a dome with a 
eircular skylight. illuminated by incandes- 
cent lights on the exterior. On the four 
sides of each square there is an arch effect,

long, some twenty feet above the floor 
there is a gallery with heavy stone ban- 
istere.

“D'Arcy of the Guards” at the 
Savoy. 


MR. HENRY MILLER’S NEW PART 


A Revolutionary Love Story with a 
Background of Washington at 
Valley Forge. 


At the Savoy Theatre last inght was per- 
formed for the first time in this city a new 
comedy in four acts, entitled “ D’Arcy of 
the Guards.”” The play is the work of Louis 
Evan Shipman and was designed to furnish 
material for the exploitation of Mr. Henry 
Miller a8 a star. It was witnessed by a 
large audience, which observed its incidents 
with mild delight and which applauded as 
loudly as possible one or two amusing situ- 
ations, The most vigorous and continued 
applause of the evening was called forth by 
& song and chorus around the convivial 
voard in a good old fashion well known in 
the comedies of earlier years, and by a de- 
sire to see a most wonderfully modest and 
retiring author. 

This author was really called out three 
times, but he did not come out even once, 
and all that the greater part of the audi- 
ence saw of him was his back as he stood 
half-hidden behind the curtains of a private 
box. Mr. Miller accepted several calls at 
the end of the third act before he yielded 
1 ime habitual first nignt demand for a 
speech, and then he said in a few briet

&0G to the Irish.’’ These sentiments, 
\.a.ch were quite as revolutionary as any in 
vay, were received with loud acclama- 
tions. 
imay be said without reservation that 
&» pays go in these theatrically quaint 
Gays, when the city is filled with a great 
ocean of mediocrity, ‘“ D’Arcy of the 
Guards "" was a successful production. It 
is a play Without originality and with some 
of the very thinnest ice for the actors to 
SKate over in order to reach situations 
without which the play would go to pieces. 
Yet it has charm and incident in some of 
the episodes, and enough of the combat of 
motives and war of personal interests to 
make it interesting to the majority of the- 
atregoers, who are a truly unspohisticate 
toik and do not like to be confronted with 
plots taxing their powers of penetration. 
And the comedy enables Mr. Miller to wear 
showy garments, to exhibit his manty fig- 
ure, to speak some pert and some senti- 
mentai speeches, to make love, to do heroic 
actions, and to treat the audience to a 
ently tempered semblance of a blarneying 
fish gentleman of the days of '76. And as 
that ts about what the author set out to 
ao, let him have all praise to that extent. 
lt is the duty of wise men not to take these 
things too seriously. The populace which 
supports them does do so, and in the minds 
of the purveyors of public amusements the 
old adage, ** Vox populi, vox Dei,” has a 
market value not to be depreciated by the 
propagation of antique theories about art. 

The story of Mr. Shipman’s play is sim- 
Plicity itself, It is founded on the quarter- 
ing ot certain officers of the British Army 
in the house of a lady of Philadelphia. The 
lady has a son, and also a daughter, which 
is considerably more to the point. The son 
is in the Continental Army, and when he 
steals home to visit his family and especial- 
y his cousin, who also is his sweetheart, 

e is tracked and on the point of being 
taken as a spy. But in the \meantime 
Major Jack D'Arcy, an Irishman, and one 
of the officers mentioned, has fallen in love 
with the daughter, Miss Pamela, and has 
been rejected by her after a rather prem- 
ature proposal. Then he learns that the 
brother is coming to make the stolen visit, 
but, of course, thinks the brother is a 
lover. When the soldiers come to seek the 
spy, the girl hides him in Major D’Arcy’'s 
room. The Major finds out what is going 
on, and says to the gtrl, ‘*‘ He is in there’?”’ 
And she answers ‘ Yes.” ‘And you love 
him?” says the Major; and she, instead of 
saying, “Certainly I do; he’s my broth- 
er,’ says lots of other things, which serve 
to confirm the Major's belief that it is a 
Wwver. Nevertheless, he helps her to save 
the young man, and then learns that he is 
a brother. 

And now the officers of Major D’Arcy’s 
rezimient—from which he is. detached, being 
om the staff of the Commander in Chief— 
¢ome to this particular house to discuss 
the plans for an attack to be made that 
very night on Valley Forge, and Major 
w’Arcy is present at the’ conference, quite 
fgnorant of the plans. But such little 
military distinctions trouble neither Mr. 
Shipman nor the public. The officers drink 
and sing. They sing “ Sally in Our Alley ” 
and get more applause than any situation 
in the comedy. Of course, when the Colo- 
nel goes out, he Jeaves his plan behind 
him and the girl sees it. She determines 
to ride to Valley Forge—it’s only a matter 
of twenty miles, and the ground is cov- 
ered with snow, but the British Army is 
going to march it that very night, and so 
why should not a girl ride it? But D’Arcy 
enters, finds out what is going on, refuses 
to let her go, and she shoots him in the 
wrist. An aged colored servant, who looks 
as if he could not ride five miles in a week, 
earries the news to the American army, 
and when the British arrive at Valley 
Forge they meet with a very warm recep- 
tion for such cold weather. 

Major D'Arcy returns to the Townshend 
mansion with a bad wrist, and the daughter 
nurses him, thereby causing herself after 
the manner of her kind to fall heels over 
head in love with him. Suddenly she is 
arrested as a spy. More complications, but 
short ones, The Colonel arrives, conducts 
the most unmilitary and superficial exami- 
nation ever seen, and leaves her free. If 
she had possessed a fine sense of humor 
she would have said, ‘‘Oh, Colonel, this 
is so sudden.”’ But left alone with Major 
D'Arcy, she yields at discretion and the 
play comes to an_end, as all plays must 
sooner or later. Mr. Miller discloses an 
Irish brogue of the genteelest kind, and a 
tendency to indistinctness in his humorous 
speeches. But he made a gay and gallant 
and manly figure of the officer, and he 
won the sympathy and kindness of the 
audience, As that is what he set out to 
do, it may fairly be said that he had a 
ee part and that he played it with 
s c 
from Florence Rockwell as the colonial 
maiden, and from Walter Allen as the sur- 
geon of his regiment. The other members 
of the cast did nothing entitling them to 
distinction, but no one was incompetent, 
and the performance moved with plenty of 
spirit.

CALLS IT A “HOLLOW FARCE.” 


In the Equity Term of the Supreme Court, 
Brooklyn, yesterday afternoon, before Jus- 
tice D. Cady Herrick, Edward M. Shepard 
declared that the civil service examination 


under which the batch of Police Captains 
had been appointed in December, 1900, was 
a hollow farce. The movements of a com- 
petitive examination had been gone through 
with, Mr. Shepard said,*but there had been 
no real competition. 

Mr. Shepard appeared in argument on a 
demurrer interposed by counsel for Police 
Commissioner Michael C. Murphy and Con- 
troller Bird S. Coler in a taxpayer's action 
brought by J. Warren Greene, representing 
the Civil Service Reform Association, 
against Messrs. Coler and Murphy as olffi- 
cers of the municipality, and also against 
the Municipal Civil Service Association, to 
stop the pay and declare null and void the 
appointments as Captains of Ndward J. 
Gans, James Gannon, and Francis J. Lan- 


try. 

The Police Commissioners, it.is alleged, 
in making reports to the Civil Service 
Board, made false statements concerning 
the records of the men. 

Mra» Shepard and Mr. Ordway appeared 
as counsel for J. Warren Greene, Edward 
J. Elkus for Capts. Gannon and Lantry, 
William C. De Witt for Capt. Gans, and 
Assistant Corporation Counsels Carr and 
Stapleton for Commissioner Murphy and 
Controller Coler. The Civil Service Com- 
mission had not entered a demurrer and 
was not represented in court. 

Mr. Elkus contended that the facts stated 
did not constitute a cause for action, and 
that a taxpayer could not bring such a 
suit. Mr. De Witt declared that taxpayers’ 
rights in bringing suits against public offi- 
cials were limited .to questions where it 
was desired to prevent a waste of public 
money or to prevent an illegal action. Mr. 
Carr said that it. was a quo warranto pro- 
ceeding, and argued at length as to the 
constitutionality of the law on such points. 
The case was adjourned -until this morn- 
ing. ; 


CHARLES JAIMES ASSIGNS. 


Proprietor of the Brevoort House and of 
Hotel Chastaigneray. 


Charles Jaimes, -proprietor of the Bre- 
voort House, at 9 to 18 Fifth Avenue, and 
of the Hotel Chastaigneray, at Madison 
Avenue and Ninety-second Street, made an 
assignment yesterday to Ernest H. G. 
Meyer without preference. 

Mr. Jaimes was, it is said, originally a 
waiter at Delmonico’s, afterward steward 
of the New York Club, and in May, 1895, 
became te aa of. the Brevoort House, 


on whie it.is said, he spent $100,000 in 
improvements. In June, 1900, he took a 
lease for fifteen years of a new hotel which 
was in course of erection at Ninety-second 
Street and Madison Avenue, now known 
as the Hotel Chastaigneray. At that time 
he expected to open the hotel about Oct. 1, 
1900, but there was a long delay in finish- 
ing the erection of the building, and he did 
not open the hotel until a few weeks ago. 
The rental of the hotel was from $26,000 
up to $36,500 a year. His assignment is 
attributed to the delay in the completion 
of this hotel. 

Henry YW. Leonard, his attorney, said 

esterday that he was kept out of the hotel 
or over a year, and the failure of the 
builders to fulfill their contract had placed 
obligations on Mr. Jaimes. His liabilities 
are about $25,000, arid the assets are fully 
equal to that sum, and it is expected that 
his affairs will be straightened out in about 
sixty days. 

Asked if Mr, Jaimea had lost the lease 
of the Brevoort Hou Mr. Leonhard re- 
plied that the hotel d been rented to 
other parties while Mr. Jaimes was in Bu- 
rope last Summer. Mr. Jaimes’s lease ex- 
pires on May 1 next; he had an option on 
the renewal of it, and it was understood 
that the matter would be left open until he 
returned from Europe, but while he was 
away the owners of the property leased the 
hotel to others. Mr. Jaimes has brought an 
action against the owners for dar -

PENN WILL NOT GO ABROAD.” 


Philadelphia College Crew Will Devote 
Attention to Home Race—Rela- 
tions with Yale. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 
Reath, Chairman of the University of 
Pennsylvania Rowing Committee, to-day 
made the statement that the university 
would not send a crew to England or Ire- 
land next year. Speaking of the letter fe- 
ceived Friday from the Dublin University 


officials quoting the invitation from Lord 
Chiet Justice O’Brien to compete in the 
Henley regatta, Mr. Reath said: * The 
crew is formed and trained for events here, 
and our races, especially the inter-colle- 
giate race, should not suffer. 

a If we were to send a crew to either 
England or Ireland next year we should 
have to send a coach with the boys, and 
Ward's services are needed here too much 
to allow him to depart. Then, again, we 
should cripple our ’Varsity crew not only 
for the inter-collegiate race, but for our 
other races. The ’Varsity crew would be 
only a second crew, and Cornell, Columbia, 
and Wisconsin could hardly look upon it as 
a compliment if we pitted a second crew 
against them,” 

indications point to a general making up 
between Yale and the University of Penn- 
sylvania, and a resumption of athletic rela- 
tions. At Yale the appointment of “Bucky” 
Vail to the Pennsylvania Athletic Commit- 
tee has been hailed with delight. Vail is 
known to be a warm follower of Yale's 
athletic fortunes, as well as a stanch advyo- 
cate of purity in athletic eligibility rules. 
This is the sort of man Yale is looking aft- 
er. Many Yale men are known to feel 
favorably toward athletic contests with the 
University of Pennsylvania, at least occa- 
sionally. Manager Francis of the football 
eleven says: ‘I think that occasional ath- 
letic contests with the Quakers would be 
an excellent idea. Yale wants to meet the 
colleges which are purest in their athletic 
regulations.”’ Capt. Kunzig of the Yale 
crew is now in Philadelphia. There are ru- 
mors here that before his return he will see 
the Pennsylvania rowing leaders and talk 
over their wishes for mecting Yale on the 
water some time, although the aquatic en- 
gagements of the Quakers will probably 
preclude such an arrangement this year. 
Another matter which is being talked about 
at Yale is arranging a baseball game with 
the University of Pennsylvania this Spring. 
One of the most ardent advocates of this is 
‘“*Mike’"’ Murphy, the Yale trainer. He 
vows that Pennsylvania is next to Yale 
the purest college in the country in her 
athletic qualifications, and that Yale would 
do well to meet her as often as Yale’s nu- 
merous and complicated schedules will al- 
low her to do.

Elihu Root. He has been for a long time 
head of a department in Hamilton College, 
New York, of which he and his brother 
Elihu are honer graduates. During his res- 
idence in Missouri he took an active part in 
all important public affairs. He also occu- 
pied the most exalted positions in the Ma- 
sonic order in Missouri. 

While in this State he was a professor in 
the Missouri State University, where he 
was considered a versatile teacher and 
brilliant scholar. He holds degrees from 
Rutgers, Union, and Hamilton. He has 
three sons in New York City, who, with 
their father and uncle, are members of the 
Sigma Phi fraternity and graduates of 
Hamilton College. They are Edwin Butter- 
ick Root, attorney; Walstein Root,: news- 
paper man and formerly war correspondent 
for The Sun, ard Oren Root, Jr., Assistant 
General Manager of the Metropolitan 
Street Railway Company and a member of 
the University and Republican Clubs, 

Anna Quay Quisenbury is a daughter of 
ex-Chief Justice of the Missouri Supreme 
Court Robert D. Ray, and sister of the 
Hon, Prosser K. Ray. She is one of Mis- 
souri’s brightest women. She has one 
daughter, Miss Ray, a society favorite of 
Carroliton and Kansas City. The wedding 
was very quiet; many handsome presents 
were received. 

Dr. Root and his bride departed to-day 
for Chicago, where he will deliver an ad- 
dress at a dinner given to him by the Ham- 
ilton College Alumni of that city. 


MR. LOW TAKES THE OATH. 


Seth Low took the oath of office as 
Mayor of New York at 3 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. He was sworn in by Justice 
Morgan J. O’Brien in the latter’s chambers 
in the Appejlate Division of the Supreme 
Court at Twenty-fifth Street and Madison 


Avenue. Ten minutes later Mr. Low's sec- 
retary, William J. Moran, started for the 
City Clerk's office to file the oath, which 
bore a great seal of gold and was brilliant 
with scarlet ribbons. 

By invitation of Justice O’Brien Mayor- 
elect Patrick A. Collins of Boston, who is 
visiting here, was present at the ceremony. 
The two newly elected Mayors shook hands 
warmly. 

Justice O’Brien read the form of oath 
prescribed and Mr. Low, with uplifted hand, 
swore to support the Constitution and 
faithfully pertorm the duties of his office. 

Turning to Gen. Collins, Justice O’Brien 
then said: 

‘*General, can I swear you in, too?” 

‘“‘T am afraid you would be acting extra- 
territorially,”” said Gen. Collins, with a 
laugh. ‘‘ But I could take that oath ali 
right.” 

After the oath was signed Mr. Low and 
Gen. Collins by _ invitation of Justice 
O’Brien called at the consultation room and 
shook hands with the other Justices. 

Mr. Low made a statement yesterday in- 
dicating that he proposes to prune the sal- 
ary lists in the various city departments, 
abolish unnecessary places, and dismiss all 
incompetent employes. He said: / 

“There is nothing in the civil service law 
to prevent the abolition of unnecessary po- 
sitions, nor the dismissal of an incompetent 
or unnecessary employe. 

“As nearly as I can gauge the present 
situation the working force in almost every 
department can be and should be largely 
reduced. Many positions are likely to be 
abolished, but that does not mean that 
there will be many vacancies to be filled. 

“TI speak of this now for two reasons; I 
want the sybordinates in the civil service. 
especially Ahose who are conscious that 
their positfons are not likely to be retained, 
to have/ fair warning, so that they 
may find other employment when possible. 
And I equally want to warn those who are 
anxious to secure positions under the City 
Government that in the presence of a large 
reduction of the working forces the chance 
of fresh appointments, outside of the ex- 
empt class, is small. Such appointments as 
are made of this character must be made 
from the eligible lists prepared by the Civil 
Service Commission. Many of these lists 
are more than a year old, and I hope that 
fresh lists will be prepared whenever pos- 
sible.’

Chief Executive of Rhode Island Suc- 
cumbs After Illness cf Several 
Months in Wickford, R. I. 
WICKFORD, R. L, Dee. 16.—Gov. Will- 
jam Gregory of Rhode Island died at his 
home here at 3 o'clock this afternoon. He 

had been ill for several months. 


Gov. Gregory made a start in business 
as a millhand. He was born in Astoria, L. 
I., in 1849, and when he was still a boy 
his tamily moved to Westerly, R. I.. where 
he obtained a high school education. \When 
tifteen years old he entered a factory, and 
four years later became the Superintendent 
of a woolen mill. 

After that he filled various places, and 
finally -became a mill owner. He served 
as a Representative to the Wenerai Assem- 
bly from 1888 to 1892, and as a State Sen- 
ator from 1S!4 to ISU8s, and was Lieutenant 
Governor from 18098 to 1000. In the latter 
year he received the Republican nomina- 
tion for Governor, to succeed Elisha Dyer, 
who declined to serve again, and was 
elected. He was President of the Wick- 
ford National Bank and a Director in the 
Union Trust Company of Providence. 


PRESCOTT HALL BUTLER DEAD. 
Was a Well-Known Lawyer and a Mem- 
ber of the Firm of Evarts, Choate. 
and Beaman. 

Prescott Hall Butler, the well-known law- 
yer of the firm of Evarts, Choate & Bea- 
man, died at his home, 22 Park Avenue, 
yesterday at 5 o'clock from a complication 
of diseases.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


Notwithstanding a further break of 
more than 3 points in Amalgamated Cop- 
per to the lowest price on record, the 
general stock market yesterday, though 
somewhat inactive, was inclined to 
strength, though closing prices were 
somewhat below the best for the day. 
In the first hour of trading the list was 
unsettled, not unnaturally, by the de- 
pression in Copper, which was taken ad- 
vantage of by the bears to hammer the 
general list, with St. Paul and Union 
Pacific, because of their representative 
character, selected as special targets. 
Average declines of about a point were 
forced in the active stocks, only to be 
speedily recovered when it was dis- 
closed that no liquidation had appeared 
on the decline, but rather that the larger 
interests in the Street had availed them- 
selves of the lower prices to add to their 
holdings. Following this recovery came 
a period of dullness, succeeded shortly 
afier noon by a rather more active and 
certainly much stronger market, under 
the lead of New York Central and Man- 
hattan, which rose over 3 — each; 
Metropolitan, with a gain of 2, and the 
Gould stocks. In the late trading prices 
yielded somewhat from the high figures, 
in sympathy with the fall in Amalga- 
mated; but all in all the close was firm. 

The betterment was due in no little 
measure to the easier money market, 
call rates at no time working higher than 
7% per cent., ‘with most of the day’s 
loans at 6 percent. It was apparent, 
too, that the general list was not only 
breaking away from the depressing influ- 
ences of Amalgamated, but was receiv- 
ing the support of those interests in the 
Street who are recognized as market 
leaders. It was noted, however, that 
these leaders were not disposed to bid 
up prices or to institute any active cam- 
paign for a rise; but rather were content 
to take stocks as offered. This was no 
surprise to close students of the situa- 
tion, who are agreed, as are the so-called 
“big men,” that with bank reserves so 
low and with the money situation still 
uncertain, the wise and the proper policy 
at this time is one of caution, conserva- 
tism, and patience; for such a policy, it 
is declared, will in the end be best for 
the market. After the New Year, with 
the January disbursements made, the 
money situation will be much relieved 
ahd the course for a higher stock market 
will be clearer. 

London cables reported a higher mar- 
ket there, because of the more cheerful 
outlook for an early settlement of the 
South African difficulty. In this mar- 
ket arbitrage transactions totaled about 
15,000 shares, 10,000 of which were sales. 


MANHATTAN AND CENTRAL. 


The leaders of the stock market in yes- 
terday’s advance were Manhattan and New 
York Central, on buying which for the 
most part came from the same sources. 
As might be expected, the coincident ad- 
vances in the stocks of about three points 
each, and the fact that the purchasés were 
largely for the same interests, led to a re- 
newal of the talk that, despite lack of of- 
ficial confirmation, some sort of traffic 
alliance is to be arranged between the two 
systems—though whether that alliance shall 
take the form of a lease of Manhattan or 
shall be merely an arrangement looking to 
the accommodation of the Central's sub- 
urban travel was not suggested. 

Apropos of this, it was announced in Wall 
Street during the day that the first of the 
new electric engines to be placed in opera- 
tion by Manhattan has been received, and 
that cfficilals expect to have it in operation 
on the road within the next few days. 

In some quarters there was a disposition 
to attribute New York Central's strength to 
the report that an understanding had been 
arrived at between that company and 
Pennsylvania in connection with the tun- 
nel and terminal plans of the latter sys- 
tem. Fennsylvania, however, was heavy

SAYS BROOKLYN TUNNEL 
MAY COST CITY NOTHING 


A. B. Boardman’s Statement to 
Supreme Court Board. 


Opposes John De Witt Warner and Four- 
Tier Plan— Edward M. Shepard 
Urges Adoption of Route 
Laid Out. 


At a meeting of the Supreme Court Com- 
missioners of the new East River tunnel, 
held in the office of the Board of Rapid 
Transit Railroad Commissioners, at 320 
Broadway, vesterday afternoon, Albert B. 
Boardman,-one of the counsel to the com- 
mission, made the statement that, in his 
opinion, the tunnel under the East River 
connecting Brooklyn and Manhattan would 
be constructed without any cost to the city. 
The estimates of the Rapid Transit Rail- 
road Commissioners and others place the 
cost of this work at from $8,000,000 to $10,- 
000,000, and the announcement of Mr. 
Boardman came as a complete surprise. 

The statement was made while he was 
summing up the case for the commission. 
In the course of his speech Mr. Boardman 
said: 

“TI think the city will be amazed when 
the time comes to let this franchise. I pre- 
dict that the road will not cost the city 
one penny. The Board of Rapid Transit 
Railroad Commissioners sometimes hold 
sessions that are not public and are always 
looking for the best interests of the city. 
When the time comes I think you will see 
some very hot bidding for the right to con- 
struct this tunnel. There are two large 
concerns that I know which are anxious to 
secure the right. One is John B. McDon- 
ald, who is constructing the Manhattan 
subway, and who wants ‘the Hast River 
tunnel for an extension to his line, and the 
other concern is the Brooklyfi Rapid Tran- 
sit Company, which is quite as anxious to 
extend its system. They are both hot after 
Ag 

* Mr. Boardman also caused another sur- 
prise when he stated that in his opinion 
John De Witt Warner had appeared at all 
of the meetings as the counsel of Jesse W. 
Reno, the inventor of the double tier sys- 


tem, and who appeared before the Board 
of Rapid Transit Kailroad Commissioners 
when the tunnel project was first advanced 
ahd tried to get the Commissioners to ac- 
cept his plan. The board did not accept his 
ideas. Mr. Warner has declined to give any 
more definite information in the matter 
than to state that he appeared as a tax- 
= Commenting on this, Mr. Boardman 
said: 

“T have already commented on the fact 
that Mr. Warner has been a little slow in 
filing his objections. We all know that 
Mr. Warner is not here paying his own ex- 
penses and working without pay, giving his 
time and ability for nothing. I think we 
can show that the taxpayers will not suf- 
fer by the building of this tunnel, and 
therefore the question arises, Who does 
Mr. Warner represent? It seems that he 
represents Mr. Reno, and the fact that Mr. 
Reno is here at the present time encour- 
ages that belief. Mr. Reno has a patent 
that he wants the people to adopt. There 
is nothing wrong in that. He failed to im- 
press the Rapid Transit Board, and is em- 
ploying Mr. Warner to fight the project in 

is interest. There is nothing wicked in 
this, but in fairness to the Commissioners 
Mr. Warner might admit that this is so.”’ 

Mr. Warner made no answer at the time, 
but when he summed up his case he touched 
lightly on the question and said that he did 
not really know what Mr. Reno’s patent 
was; that plans had been submitted to him 
which he had at once turned over to his 
engineer, Mr. Church. Mr. Reno, when 
asked, said that he did not employ Mr. 
Warner, but understood that he represented 
@ number of property owners who did not 
want their names to appear in the matter. 
He admitted that his plan had been sub- 
mitted to Mr. Warner. 

In summing up the case, Mr. Boardman 
made strong objections to the four-track 
system on several grounds; first, on ac- 
count of expense; but his principal objec- 
tion was that, at the Manhattan City Hall, 
which he supposed would be the point at 
which fewest cars could pass at a given 
time, would be just as effective with a two- 
track system as with a four track; that the 
whole road could be operated only as fast 
as the slowest car, and that four tracks at 
this point would simply add confusion. He 
attacked Mr. Warner’s case at several 
points and described the testimony of Mr. 
Church as “ painful and ridiculous.” 

Mr. Warner then made his answering ar- 
gument, and when asked the direct ques- 
tion whether or not he thought the present 
plans should be reported unfavorable by the 
commission replied: 

“IT believe the commission should veto 
the plan laid out.”’ 

Edward M. Shepard, counsel to the com- 
mission, made answer in which he said that 
the office of the Commissioners was to re- 
port for or against the route laid out with- 
out reference to the plan of construction, 
whether four tracks or two. He said they 
represented the abutting property owners, 
and were appointed to avoid the delay of 
getting the consent of all owners along 
the route. As no property owners had ap- 
peared to object to the route, Mr. Shepard 
thought it rather singular that the com- 
mission devoted so much of its time to Mr. 
Warner, who said he appeared only as a 
taxpayer. Mr. Shepard urged a favorable 
report by the commission, saying that if 
they reported against the present plan it 
would set the whole matter back for at 
least one year, and might result in an- 
other unfavorable report by another com- 
mission. He objected to the consideration 
of any extra expense for the lower part of 
Manhattan on the ground that if more 
money were to be spent for rapid transit 
the improvement should be given to South 
Brooklyn. 

This closed the last of the hearings. The 
Commissioners will hold executive sessions 
and-prepare a report which, it is expected, 
will Be presented to the court on Saturday.

Herman Linde’s Action to Recover 
$6,000 for a Painting Begun. 

The trial of the suit brought by Herman 
Linde to recover $6,000 from the executors 
and trustees of the estate of the late Collis 
P. Huntington was begun yesterday be- 
fore Justice Russell in the Supreme Court.

| FURTHER BREAK IN COPPER 


Amalgamated Descends to 61 7-8, 
Lowest Price on Record. 


Over 107,000 Shares Change Hands— 


Conflicting Reports Concerning 
the Quarterly Dividend. 


On dealings involving over 107,000 shares 
—one-fifth of the entire market transac- 
tions—Amalgamated Copper yesterday on 
the Stock Exchange broke 3% points to 61%, 
the lowest price on record, where it closed. 
All through the day the issue was heavy, 
opening off half a point and rallying ‘but 
feebly at any time. The pronounced weak- 
ness, however, did not develop until the 
last hour of business, when under the pres- 
sure of liquidation and short selling the 
price broke sharply. 
parently 
price, more than 6,000 shares changing 
hands at that figure, but the sale of a block 


of 1,400 shares settled the matter and the 


price yielded to 61%. 


In connection with the decline there was 
much gossip on the Street in respect to.the | 


probable action to be taken at Thursday's 
dividend meeting. In some quarters the 
reports were that the dividend will be 
passed entirely, while in other quarters the 
gossip was that a 1 per cent. quarterly 
dividend will be declared—or at the rate of 
4 per cent, per annum. Those who declare 
that the dividend will be passed point to 
the fact that the Boston and Montana divi- 
dends though not now in fact enjoined are 
practically so inasmuch as a dividend-- 
$1,500,000 quarterly—by that company, 
which is controlled by the Amalgamated, 
can be paid only on condition stipulated by 
the United States Court that the company 
furnish bonds for the same amount, the 
bondsmen to justify to double the amount 
of each quarterly dividend, or $3,000,000. 
This, in effect, would mean the tying up 
of $12,000,000 annually, or until such time 
as the court order to that effect is set 
aside; and it is declared, therefore, that 
there is little likelihood that any further 
Boston and Montana dividend will be de- 
clared, this in its turn being followed by a 
suspension of the Amalgamated dividend. 

On the other hand, it is said by those who 
predict a 1 per cent. dividend on Amalga- 
mated that the Directors have already de- 
cided upon this figure—though only atter a 
heated discussion. Two Directors, in fact, 
were yesterday quoted as assuring their 
friends that the dividend will be 1 per 
cent. 

It is said that not a little of the stock 
sold yesterday was forced liquidation, one 
leading banking institution being credited 
with refusing to lend any further accom- 
modation to the interests who were long of 
the steck. 

On the Boston Stock Exchange all the 
copper stocks dealt in there were decidedly 
weak, with an extreme drop of 25 points in 
Tamarack and a 7-point decline in copper 
range. 


LONDON, Dec. 16.—Copper opened with a 
decline of 25s. After a single transaction at 
a further loss of 15s, £50 was freely ac- 
cepted for delivery at all dates. In the ab- 
sence of concentrated selling, prices recov- 
ered half of the total loss. But the best 
points were not maintained and prices 
closed at 32s 6d below the closing price of 
Friday last.

ACTION AGAINST GUARDIAN'S 
—After the death in April, 1897, of Kate 
Jay Grant, the guardian of Harry G. Van 
Zandt, a proceeding was begun by Mary A. 
Van Zandt, the infant’s new guardian, 
against Mrs. Grant’s husband, as adminis- 


| trator, for an accounting. The Surrogate'’s 


decree adjudged that the balance for which | § 


the former guardian was 
ward's estate was $2,874.65. Mr. Grant, as 
administrator, was ordered to pay this 
amount to the new guardian. On his failure 
to do so she brought an action in the Su- 
preme Court against the sureties on Mrs, 
Grant’s bond, and recovered judgment for 
the ‘amount. 

The Appellate Division of this city, in 
modifying the judgment, finds against the 
contention of the sureties that all remedies 
against the administrator by execution or 
contempt proceedings must be first ex- 


hausted before recourse can be had to the 
liability of the sureties. The action, it was 
contended, could only be maintained by a 
guardian ad litem of the infant. But no 
such issue was raised, either by demurrer 
or answer, and the plaintiff, the court 
says, Was clearly the real party in interest. 

Because the plaintiff's bond as guardian 
is only $2,000 and the amount she is to 
receive from the sureties of her predeces- 
sor is largely in excess of that sum, the 
judgment is modified by got | that the 
plaintiff must give a bond for at least twice 
the amount ot any property now in her 
hands, and what she is to receive.

TESTIMONY Not ADMISSIBLE.—Richard H. 
Gatling sued the Central Spar Verein and 
recovered judgment for $800 for services in 
procuring a loan on certain premises owned 
by it. The loan, however, was not actually 
made, because the bank which was to fur- 
nish the money was not satisfied with the 
title of the verein to the premises. Pay- 
ment to Gatling was resisted because no 
loan had ever been placed. The complaint 
alleged performance of the contract, but 
on the trial, against the objection of the 
defendant, the plaintiff was allowed to 
show an excuse for non-performance, which 


was that the title had been rejected by the 
lawyers for a title guarantee company. 

Justice Hatch, who gives the opinion of 
the Appellate Division, in reversing the 
eget says: 

“It is well settled law that a complaint 
which avers performance of a contract does 
not authorize proof showing an excuse or 
waiver of non-performance. -It follows, 
therefore, that the plaintiff under his com- 
plaint could only recovér by showing act- 
ual performance of his contract, and tes- 
timony tending to establish that failure to 
perform was due to the act of the defend- 
ant was not admissible thereunder. We are 
also of opinion that there was no suffi- 
clent proof showing that defendant's title 
to the property was defective. The mere 
fact that title had been rejected by lawyers 
or title and guarantee companies did not 
have the effect of establishing that the title 
was defective as a matter of fact. Such 
testimony was mere hearsay. Even if evi- 
dence was admissible to show excuse for 
failure to perform the contract, neverthe- 
less, it was incumbent upon-the plaintiff to 
show by competent proof the infirmity in 
the title; and this could only be done by 
showing the specific facts evidencing the 
defect. There was no such evidence in this 
case.’

TEMPERANCE SOCIETIES 
AGAINST SUNDAY OPENING. 


Delegates Adopt Resolutions Protesting 
Against Special Privileges, Local 
Option, and “ Business by 
Private Entrance.” 

At 4 conference composed of twenty-two 
delegates of local temperance and Sabbath 
societies, held yesterday under the auspices 
of the National Temperance Society and in 
its rooms, at 3 West Eighteenth Street, 
resolutions were adopted placing these so- 


cieties in opposition to the Sunday opening 
of saloons. 
The resolutions are as follows: 


I. We demand that the right of local option as 
to the existence of saloons, which is now ex- 
ercised under the Raines law by townships, shall 
be equitably extended to election distritts in the 
cities throughout the State. 

. We insist, in the interest of common 
justice, that no privilege which is withheld from 
g0od and productive industries on Sunday, shall 
be granted to a traffic which is untversally ac- 
knowledged to be detrimental to the public wel- 
fare on Sunday and every other day. 

Hence we are unalterably opposed to the open- 
ing of the saloon on Sunday, either by direct 
action of the Legislature or by reference to the 
vote of municipalities or other communities. 

We believe that Sunday is an American in- 
stitution and is, therefore, not a proper subject 
for local option or for regulation by any power 
less than the sovereign power of the State. 

Ill. We believe, in common with good citizens 
generally, that, so long as an excise law or any 
other law remains on the statute books, our 
Magistrates and other officials are in honor 
bound by their oath of office to use all due 
diligence to enforce it, and we oppose any 
waathod of alleged enforcement that would per- 
mit business by private entrance. 

The meeting then voted to keep the con- 
ference permanently organized and em- 
powered this sub-committee to act for the 
delegates: The Rev. Dr. D. J. Burrell, the 
Rev. Dr. James B. Dunn, Alfred L. Man- 
jerre, the Rev. H. A. Russell, and Mrs. Ella 
A. Boole.
